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U.S. Food Stamp 
Center In Area 
Opens In Week 


A federal food stamp application and 


distribution center for the Northwest sub- 
urbs will open In Rolling Meadows, "In 
about a week to 10 days," said John W. 
Baiiew, director of the service division of 
the county public assistance department 


Ballew said Monday the food stamp of- 


fice will be located in the Northwest Op-- 
portunlty Center, in downtown Rolling 
Meadows. 


Two additional centers will also be 


opened in Evanston, according to Ballew. 
Ballew sold the three new centers will 
open, "regardless of any action local 
townships take." 


On Sept IS, supervisors of six town- 


ships, Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg, Borrlngton and Hanover, In 
a joint statement offered township per- 
sonnel and facilities for the food stamp 
program. The supervisor's action was 
taken after the close of food stamp facil- 
ities In the Northwest suburbs by the 
county aid department In April. 


THE FOOD STAMP office had been lo- 


cated In the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter. 


Ballew sold of the townships' proposal: 


"They are asking for their people to be 
authorized to handle food stamp appli- 
cations and distribution. They can't do 
this under state and federal regulations. 
We (the county) can't approve their 
request They should know this," sold 
Ballew. 


Bcrnle Lee, Elk Grove Township audi- 


tor, said that William Rohlwing, town- 
ship supervisor, was going to contact 


Ballew to discuss the township's offler.. 


"We are trying to arrange a meeting 


sometime this week," said Lee. 


Ballew said, "I will be glad to meet 


with them at a mutually convenient .time. 
I will discuss with them whenever they 
are ready, but what they are asking for 
is contrary to regulations." 


When the township supervisors' state- 


ment .was released, Lee said he under- 
stood that the operation at the Northwest 
Opportunity Center had limited facilities 
for the food stamp operation.. 


"THEY COULD only handle 20 cases 


oh the one day each week the case- 
workers were there," said Lee. "If you 
were number 21, you had to wait a 
week." 


Ballew said that only two caseworkers 


will be operating from the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center when the food stamp 
program reopens. He called the facil- 
ities, "extremely limited." 


Ballew said the center had been closed 


in April because an extensive training 
program was required for caseworkers 
after now regulations for food stamps 
were Implemented. 


Ballew said that the food stamp center 


was being1 opened under a'federal grant 
for project FIND. This is a program to 
use the Social Security mailing lists to 
contact senior citizens and Inform them 
of their possible eligibility for food 
stamps. 


Ballew said that the reopened center 


would handle all cases, not just senior 
citizens.

Seltzer, who for four years has served 


as mathematics consultant for the dis- 
trict, replaces R. Kim Drlggers who left 
the district in August to take a similar 
position In the Ccntralla, IlLschools. 


As program development coordinator, 


Seltzer will be responsible for developing 
and carrying out the district's instruc- 
tional program for.the 14,570 students en- 
rolled in the schools. 


SINCE COMING TO the district, Sel- 


tzer has worked extensively to change 
the math curriculum to make it more 
meaningful to the students and improve 
their skills, said Wayne Schalble, super- 
intendent. 


"Among the changes in-the curriculum 


the increased use of manipulative mate- 
rials has been one of the most important. 
The use of objects by the young learner 
to learn math concepts is related to the 
way children learn," said Seltzer. 


Among the more significant materials 


used is the.rod measurement program 
Seltzer started in grades one and two. 
The program has won national recogni- 
tion. 


Committees of teachers and Seltzer 


have written two workbooks now used in 
Dist. 54 programs. 
. 


Under his direction increased in-ser- 


vice training ^workshops in mathematics 
for classroom teachers have been sched- 
uled on a regular basis. The schools also 
have "arranged with National College of 
Evanston a program, where teachers 
may enroll to earn 12 semester hours of 
'graduate credit.

SELTZER ALSO DEVELOPED a com- 


plete reference file that ties together the 
objectives and materials used to teach 
mathematics objectives. Committees of 
teachers and Seltzer worked during three 
summer curriculum projects, to develop 
these performance objectives, for the to- 


tal math program from kindergarten 
through grade eight

gan murder suspect. Jennings' car, a 
light blue 19G6 Pontlac, also fit descrip- 
tions given by witnesses.

It has been reported 
that the bus driver has now identified 
Jennings as that man.

warrant for Jennings' apartment at 2605

County Commissioner Floyd Fullo of DCS 
Plaincs called on tho board to adopt a 
resolution which would prohibit tho hir- 
ing of any consultants by tho county 
without first gaining board approval. 


Tho scries of actions camo In tho wake 


of disclosures last week that Gaughan re- 
tained the former county comptroller, C. 


R. Hodgmon, u a $200-a-doy consultant 
the same day Hodgmnn resigned under 
the pressure of scandal in the office. 


Hodgman announced his resignation 


from the comptroller's Job In a letter to 
Barrett May IS, stating he was resigning 
for health reasons and that he had com- 
pleted training Gaughan to be his succes- 
sor. 


At the time of his resignation, Hodg- 


man was earning $29,346 a yerr. 


THE WEEK prior to his resignation, 


however, the Better Government Associ- 
ation disclosed conflicts of Interest and 
other serious irregularities In public aid 
office leases negotiated by Hodgman's 
office. It was also revealed Hodgman is 
director and port owner of an electrical 


Deputy Comptroller 
Will 'Stay On Job' 


James Gaughan, deputy comptroller of 


Cook County until ho was replaced by 
county board action yesterday, sold ho 
will Ignore the ordinance adopted by the 
county board and will continue in his job. 


Gaughan replaced C. R. Hodgman as 


the county comptroller May IS when 
Hodgman. target of widespread criticism 
over conflicts of Interest In his office, re- 
signed, citing health reasons. 


In the past week, however, Gnughan 


became the target for tho criticism when 
It wah learned ho quietly rchlrcd Hodg- 
man, tho same day Hodgman resigned, 
as a $200-n-day consultant. 


In the wake of that scandal, the county 


board, at the suggestion of County Board 
Pros. George Dunne, yesterday adopted 
an ordinance which, in effect, took tho 
control of the comptroller's office away 
from the county clerk and gave it to the 
county board. 


In making the switch, Dunne and the 


board also replaced Gaughan by appoint- 
ing Thomas Beck, business manager of 
the comptroller's office, as acting comp- 
troller of Cook County. 


SPEAKING OF THE new ordinance, 


Dunne said he originally proposed the 
change In authority and responsibility In 
December, but that the matter has re- 
mained in the board's finance committee 
b e c a u s e of its questionable con- 
stitutionality. 


Yesterday, however, Dunne said, "I 


felt In light of what has been taking 
place we should do it right now." 


Dunne said ho feels the county has tho 


authority to take such action under home 
rule provisions of the state constitution, 
despite a legal opinion from State's Atty. 
Edward Hanrnhan that tho ordinance is 
unconstitutional. 


Dunne said yesterday, "Wo believe we 


arc on firm ground. If anyone wants to 
challenge It, they can take it to court." 


Contacted yesterday afternoon, how- 


ever, Gaughan told the Herald he has no 
plans to vacate his office. > 


Gaughan explained the comptroller's 


office, by state statute, is under the con- 
trol and Jurisdiction of the county clerk 
and that tho county board has no author- 
ity to take away that control. 


Gaughan cited the legal opinion from 


Hawaiian's office, doted Dec. 13, 1971, 
which states the county board does not 
have the authority to remove from the 
county clerk his statutory authorities. 


"The state statute and tho county ordi- 


nance are in conflict," Gaughan said. 
"And that means tho state statute takes 
precedence." 


GAUGHAN SAID ho considers the new 


county ordinance to be null and void. 
"We have the state's attorney's opinion it 
is Invalid and they have no one's opinion 
that It is valid." Gaughan added he docs 
not plan to take the question to court. • 


Vincent Bentivenga, chief of the civil 


division of the state's attorney's office, 
agreed with Gaughan and said the opin- 
ion of his office remains that the county 
board docs not have the authority to toko 
the comptroller's office away from the 
county clerk. 


Bentivenga said it appears a declarato- 


ry judgment from the county circuit 
court may be necessary "in the near fu- 
ture" to settle the Issue. 


Dunne sold, however, he has no in- 


tentions of initiating any court action. 
"As far as we're concerned," Dunno 
said, "It is the law of Cook County. There 
is one comptroller and only one comp- 
troller." 


Dunne said ho does not feel there is a 


conflict between the county ordinance 
and the state statute. 


When asked how he feels the matter 


will be resolved, Dunne answered, "Be 
patient and you'll sec."

Candidates Favor Vote On Merit Selection Of Judges 


Legislative candidates of both parties 


In the Northwest suburbs heavily favor a 
constitutional referendum on tho question 
of merit selection or election of judges, 
and legislation to provide for merit selec- 
tion to fill judicial vacancies. 


That was the result of a survey con- 


ducted by tho Committee on Courts and 
J u s t i c e , headquartered In Hlnhdalo, 
which advocates both positions. 


Tho committee polled all legislative 


candidates In tho state, asking their posi- 
tions ort tho referendum and tho vacancy 
legislation, and also on whether they fa- 
vored $100,000 for tho Judicial Inquiry 
Board 'created under tho new con- 
stitution. 


Among the candidates replying to the 


poll (70 ol 117 senatorial candidates; and 
130 of 235 House candidates), all three 
propositions gained heavy hupport, from 
64.5 per cent in tho House for the sclcc-. 
tlon legislation to fill vacancies, to 04 per 
cent of tho Inquiry board appropriation. 


Alt senatorial candidates who replied 


in tho 1st through 5th legislative dis- 
tricts, which encompass tho Northwest 
suburbs, favored all three propositions. 


Replies were not received from Clif- 


ford E. Levercnce, Democratic candidate

In the 2nd District; or John J. Nlmrod, 
Republican candidate in the 4th District. 


All House candidates replying also fa- 


vored all three propositions, with the ex- 
ception of Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights (3rd), who said she 
was undecided on the referendum on 
merit selection; Rep. John E. Frlcdland, 
R-Elgln (2nd), undecided on legislation 
for fUllng vacancies; and Rep. Richard

about election dny 1972 In Illinois: Tav- 
erns will be allowed to open for the first 
time during voting hours. 


And. when the dust settles from this 


confusing election campaign, many a 
politician and voter may seek a bartend- 
er's sympathetic car. 


With little more than a month until 


election day Nov. 7, the stale political 
scene still is Uttered with unanswered 
questions and the debris of some bloody 
Intraparty fighting, especially In the 
Democratic ranks. 


U has been a wild, mostly unpredic- 


table political year, with repercussions of 
unprecedented events echoing uncertain- 
ty around tho state. As a result, politi- 
cians ply their profession, pounding the 
pavement and pressing people's palms, 
knotting little of what Is going through 
the voters' minds.

Further, Michael Howlctt, Demo- 
cratic candidate for secretary of state, 
appeared ahead in n close race with his 
opponent, Edmund Kucharski, and Han- 
rnhan looked strong In Cook County. 


On the other hand, one question mark 


after another appeared on the horizon as 
the summer waned.

Black Actors Doing Great 


byRICKDuBROW 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Not many 


years ago, a chief goal of black show 
business performers was to establish a 
prominent and modern view of black-per- 
sons on the movie and television screens. 


Today blacks are more visible in mo- 


tion pictures and video, and in some 
cases convincingly depicted. But as in all 
major breakthroughs where big money is 
involved — as it is with the sizable black 
audience — some new problems have 
arisen to replace the old ones of just get- 
ting established. 


As an Instance, some shady talent 


a g e n c i e s took advantage of in- 
experienced, would-be black performers 
seeking theatrical presentation because 
of the new demand for more'Negro ac- 
tors and actresses. 


Then there is the accusation nowadays 


by some black rights groups that the 
movie industry is exploiting their race in 
tawdry ways, by projecting an image 
that emphasizes a seamy, loose side of 
life. 


Interestingly, because video's new 


freedom with subject matter is far less 


extreme than that of the movies and 
stage, television, with all its faults, may 
be helping the black cause more than 
any other entertainment medium. The 
images it projects nationwide are com- 
paratively moderate. 


ARTISTICALLY, the home screen may 


be secondary in this area, but socially 
the national impact, on a less extreme 
basis, may be far more significant and, 
in fact, a needed balance to the movies 
and stage. 


In the 1960s, when blacks made a big 


breakthrough in films and video, they de- 
manded that they no longer be portrayed 
primarily as menials. Today the movie 
controversy centers on the frequent de- 
piction of blacks at the other extreme of 
life. 


Television has been taking some steps 


toward a truer representation of blacks. 
As one example, Aaron Ruben, producer 
of NBC-TV's "Sanford and Son," a come- 
dy about a black junk dealer, said a 
while back he would add black writers to 
the. show to "get deeper into the black 
experience." 


AS FOR BLACK reality in video and 


movies, black performers continue to de- 
bate the question — some dissatisfied, 
some optimistic. One view came from 
veteran black actress Maidle Norman, 
who appeared Monday night in the nan- 
c o m m e r c i a l network's outstanding 
"Hollywood Television Theatre" produc- 
tion of Lillian Hellman's 1946 play "An- 
other Part of the Forest." The post-Civil 
War story was set in the South, and in it 
Miss Norman played a mature, in- 
telligent maid, but, in general, she says: 


"Today it's just about impossible for a 


black actor or actress to get a role as a 
menial in movies or TV ... to me, 
there's nothing dishonorable hi portray- 
ing a maid or a nurse — depending on 
how the role is written..."

Dear Dr. Lamb — Has any average 


been established as (o how long women 
who suffer with "hot flashes" have to 
suffer from these freaks of nature? At 
my last check up I asked my doctor 
about this question and he asked if I was 
on any medicine and 1 told him no, I 
don't wont to take hormones. Then he 
snapped "Well then I just won't tell 
you." He's tried to get me to take hor- 
mones for several years but I have a 
great fear of cancer and don't know 
enough to argue with this doctor who I 
feel is very competent otherwise. 


My fears may bo groundless, but I am 


still afraid of the medicine. I thought if 
ho would just toll mo that these hot 
flashes would last just a few months 
more I could tough it out, and then it 
would bo all over. They are really bad at 
night. Sometimes I awaken with one of 
these "things" about to hit and I grab for 
the fan, if I'm still not clutching it from 
tho last one. I'm 52, and had my last 
period about a year ago and have been 
having tho flashes about a year also. 


Dear Header — The duration of hot 


flashes varies. Some women ore not 
bothered noticeably by them, others hove 
them only a few months and others expe- 
rience them for a year or longer. It's 
unpredictable. 


There has long been concern that tho 


use of female hormones could cause can- 
cer. The evidence that supports this Is 
rather meager. Tho problem Is that lots 
of women develop cancer of tho breast 
and female organs anyway and would do 
so even if they weren't given additional 
female hormones. 


In recent studies, there Is some evi- 


dence to suggest that the women on fe- 
male hormones are less likely to develop

cancer of the breast than those who arc 
not. Some of the old "sacred cows" on 
this Idea are under attack with well de- 
signed research studies questioning some 
of the previously readily accepted ideas. 
Similarly, there is some evidence now 
that the reason women smokers don't de- 
velop cancer of the lungs as is commonly 
noted in men, is because female hor- 
mones protect the'lungs. Neither of these 
studies, however, have any relationship 
to tho use of hormones in women who 
already have cancer. So the subject is 
still wide open but lots of women use fe- 
male hormones and don't have any sub- 
sequent difficulties because of the hor- 
mones. Incidentally the dosage used to 
help women through menopause is usual- 
ly relatively small. 


NOW YOUR doctor has other reasons 


for wanting to give you hormones besides 
just hot flashes. A small! amount of fe- 
male hormones will help protect the sex- 
ual organs, preventing drying out and 
subsequent Inflammation problems com- 
mon to older women who are deficient in • 
female hormones. There is some evi- 
dence that at leas in some women, fe- 
male hormones may bo helpful In pre- 
venting fatty deposits in the arteries and 
heart disease although this problem is 
more complicated than that. Then fe- 
male hormones help to prevent the grad- 
ual thinning or dissolving of tho bones 
that occurs frequently in women past tho 
menopause. These changes lead to the 
humped back, loss of weight, and other 
skeletal changes. So just enduring tho 
hot flashes alona isn't the only question 
to be considered.

Harper Turns More Than 
1,000 Away From Courses 


More than 1,000 potential students were 


turned away from 11 career training pro- 
grams this fall at Harper College. 


In a report to the college board of 


trustees last week, Robert Cormnck, 
dean of the career programs, said stu- 
dents were turned away from all tho 
medical programs and from such varied 
fields as faihlon design and criminal jus- 
tice. 


This Is the first year Harper has had to 


turn away students outside of the medi- 
cal field, Cormack said. "I was surprised 
at some of the areas. People arc opting 
into career programs," he added. 


Students who must be turned away 


from the program of their choice, Cor- 
mack said, arc generally counseled by 
the college staff about the chances of 
getting Into the program in the future. 


Cormtck said, "I know there arc a 


number of students who arc taking gen- 
eral education courses this year hoping 
to get Into our nursing program." 


Tho main reason students had to be 


turned away, he said, is lack of class- 
room and laboratory space. The science 
wing, now under construction at the col- 
lege will relieve overcrowding in the 
nursing nnd other health fields, he 
added. 


PLANS ARE BEING made to expand 


the number of career programs offered 
nut year, he said, even though a voca- 
tional-technical building, which would 
further relieve overcrowding, is still sev- 
eral years away. 


"We may be able to lease some facil- 


ities or put up temporary housing," Cor- 
mnck said. "Career programs are ap- 
proaching 50 per cent of the enrollment 
of the college and our need for more 
space is becoming acute."

program would meet the need. 


The incentive program includes a free 


six-month gift certificate to all persons 
who replace blood for friends and rela- 
tives at any of the 58 hospitals and blood 
banks involved in the program. 


The gift certificate enables donors to 


get blood replacement at no cost to him 
or his family for six months. Dr. 
Trobaugh said. "In this way we con eas- 
to give more blood to renew his free cov- 
erage, thus providing additional blood 
supplies. 


"It is our hope that a fraction of our 


healthy citizens will consider it a civic 
responsibility to donate blood," Dr.' 
trobaugh said. "In this way we can eas- 
ily supply the 250,000 units needed in our 
community.

Strong Hopes For Grid Playoff 


IT'S AN OLD Issue that has been kick- 


ed around for a long time but Is gradu- 
ally working toward a final decision in 
the near 
future 
— certainly 
this 


year. 


It's the question of whether to adopt a 


football playoff system for high schools 
in Illinois. 


Such a playoff already exists in the 


majority of states in this country and 
seems to be looked upon favorably by 
most fans — at least those speaking out 
— b o t h in this state and else- 
where. 


Anil, when you think about It, why 


should football be any different from sys- 
lemi In other iports? There are, of 
course, urles of. eliminations In every 
other prep sport to determine a cham- 
pion, and these have existed for years. 


Can you Imagine tho basketball season, 


for example, stopping cold until the fol- 
lowing year after the conclusion of 
league play? Think how much would be 
missing without that gripping time of 
year called "March madness" with the 
shrieking crowds at every stop on the 
tourney 'mil, the Sweet Sixteen and Elite 
Eight and thrilling final games. 


And think how much similar ex- 


citement could be packed Into the waning 
days of the fall, with every game a titan- 
ic, do-or-dlo struggle. Sure, there's plen- 
ty of Interest stirred up by championship 
games and th? Mid-Suburban League 
took a commendable step two years ago 
by adopting n North-South Division play- 
off to insure a final title game every 
year. 


Yet, even all of that mania would be 


magnified If there were state finals. For 
proof, just ask fans In other states which 
have them now, or Chicago prep buffs 
who get hysterical and pack Soldier 
Field for the City championship game 
every year. These mean so much more 
than a conference title, as nice on honor 
as that is. 


As a high school fan for years, I have 


always hoped for a playoff system and 
wondered why one was never adopted. 
And I am convinced just by many con- 
venations with other fans and coaches 
that the overwhelming majority aNo Is 
In favor. If there are people who are 
again*! the Idea, they muit not be very 
vocal. 


Reasons I hove heard by playoff advo- 


cates for their thinking do not end just 
with fan excitement and Interest — 
though, as I'm sure the 1I1SA realizes, 
this Is always an Important factor since 
It Is the fan who picks up the tab for all 
athletic programs in the form of cither 
taxes or paid admissions. 


Just as important, we. must think of 


the players and coaches themselves. If 
they have a f:rcnt season they deserve a 
further reward beyond local recognition

in their own area. They deserve the 
chance to play for the top state wide 
prize. After all, they have worked their 
tails off since August — and for many, 
even longer than that. 


True, some of the top state teams in 


the past have been recognized by "my- 
thical" titles which arc determined by 
newspaper polls. And individual all- 
staters arc chosen by several bodies as 
well. These arc fine honors, but again, 
they can't compare with the thrill of 
proving excellence on the playing field. 


In our own area In and around the Mid- 


Suburban League, we don't have to think 
back (ar to recall powerhouses which 
might very well have made a lot of noise 
In a state playoff. 


How would those powerful Arlington 


teams have fared against others outside 
the area in the undefeated seasons of 
1070, 1968 and 1066? How about other 
champions with just one loss all season 
— like Elk Grove last year, or St. Viator 
and Conant in 1969? 


We'll never know how far they might 


have gotten. But it sure would be nice to 
know how our best teams stack up from 
next year on. 


In the interest of fair reporting, which 


implores presenting both sides of an is- 
sue, there have been views voiced 
against a playoff. They Include a fear of 
overemphasis, distracting students from 
their school work, taking up too much 
time, Interfering with the start of the 
winter sports season, the problem of 
playing sites and the possibility of added 
Injuries. 


In my opinion, none of these arc valid 


except for poulhly the conflict with win- 
ter sports. Out the pros seem to far out- 
weigh the cons. 


For those of us still hoping for a 


change, there is good news. Slow but 
sure progress Is being made. An 18-mem- 
bcr committee of coaches studied the 
possibility of a playoff recently, thor- 
oughly discussed it at many meetings 
and drew up a specific play for proposal. 
It was accepted by the lilSA Board of 
Directors and will be explained in detail 
to school principals, plus coaches and 
athletic directors who arc available, at 
six meetings throughout the state a week 
from tomorrow (one will be at Arling- 
ton). There will be up to 150 at each divi- 
sion meeting, plus about 50 from the city, 
for a total of perhaps 800. 


A vote will be taken for principals 


some time this school year, similar to 
the vote which passed the two-class sys- 
tem for basketball playoffs started last 
winter. 
, 


So the trick now is to sell the princi- 


pals on the idea. I'm convinced the vast 
majority of coaches and athletic direc- 
tors will bo trying their best to do just 
that. Good luck, guys.

GOP Should 


Fight Fraud 


Quiet. I'll Call The Police If I See Anything Wrong 


Once again, the people of Cook 


County arc being treated to hair- 
raising talcs of massive vote fraud, 
stolen votes, ghost voters and falsi- 
fied records which almost defy the 
imagination. 


The charges, as usual, are levied 


at the Chicago Democratic ma- 
chine which still maintains feudal 
control over a staggering number 
of election precincts. 


And once again, the elected 


Democrats charged with over- 
seeing elections arc throwing up 
their hands, denying that they have 
any control over such shenanigans 
and disclaiming any knowledge of 
any wrongdoing. 


Then, they indignantly add, the 


same kind of things go on in Re- 
publican-controlled downstatc fief- 
doms. 


It is difficult to doubt that there 


are some instances of ballot ma- 
nipulation 
in some Downstatc 


areas. But it is equally difficult to 
believe that Democratic judges of 
election in rural communities arc 
run out of their own polling places 
by physical violence or threats of 
violence. 


This, Republicans testify, Is what 


occurs in many Chicago precincts, 
where city police posted to protect 
the rights of voters often act in col- 
lusion with machine politicians to 
scare away Republican poll-watch- 
ers, leaving them free to do what 
they will with the voting machines. 


While such tactics are difficult to 


visualize by those who have not 
been subjected to them, the mas- 
sive intimidation indicated by the 
evidence in the latest Chicago vote 


scandal seems to support the-con- 
tention that they indeed occur. 


What remains to be puzzling is 


that these charges are mode year 
after year in the same precincts 
against the same officials, and al- 
ways after the ghosts have been 
resurrected to cast their votes and 
then again laid to rest. 


If the pattern is so clear, and the 


problem so Identifiable, one begins 
to wonder why it cannot be more 
readily anticipated and dealt with. 


It is first of all the task of each 


party to supply the judges and to 
protect their own interests at the 
polling places. Recognizing that 
this task may be made not only dif- 
ficult but dangerous, provisions 
arc available to protect party 
workers in carrying out that duty. 


If the Chicago police in some in- 


stances in fact collaborate in in- 
timidating poll-watchers, the party 
can demand protection by the state 
police, U.S. federal marshals,.or if 
need be, the National Guard. 


T h e 
spectacle 
of National 


Guardsmen-overseeing elections is 
at best a distasteful one in a free 
republic. But it is preferable to an- 
other debacle of stolen votes as we 
approach an election in which 
many close elections can be ex- 
pected in Cook County. 


With 
a 
Republican adminis- 


tration directing the Justice De- 
partment and a Republican gover- 
nor in command of the state police 
and the National Guard, we hope 
they can take the necessary steps 
to bolt the cemetery gates before 
the ghosts get out. •

Area Families Will Help 
Price Index Revision Set 


The market on Manila?, Oct. I 
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The monthly Consumer Price Index, 


considered one of the most important in- 
dicators of tho nation's economic health, 
Is going to be revised. A number of fami- 
lies in this area ore furnishing Informa- 
tion that will be used in the revision. 


These local families are among some 


17,000 across tho country taking port in 
tho federal government's Consumer Ex- 
penditure Survey. 


Mrs. Clco M. Reynolds, supervisor of 


the survey area office in Chicago, says 
that Interviewers will begin calling on 
tho survey families early in October for 
tho fourth time this year. Their fourth 
quarter calls will continue through De- 
cember. 


The survey, which began in January, is 


being conducted by tho Bureau of the 
Census, an agency of the Department of 
Commerce's Social and Economic Statis- 
tics Administration. Tho Bureau is acting 
as collecting agent for the Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS). 


Results of tho survey will show what 


changes have taken place in consumer 
purchase patterns since the lost survey 
was taken In 1960-61, and thus enable 
BLS to create a new "market basket" of 
goods and services which will reflect to- 
day's buying habits. Price changes for 
items in the market basket are measured 


on a monthly basis by BLS to form the 
monthly Consumer Price Index. 


Tho Chicago office administers the sur- 


vey program In the metropolitan areas of 
Chicago, Gary-Hammond-East Chicago, 
Ind., Fort Wayne, Ind., Champaign-Ur- 
bona, III.; and the counties of LaSalle 
and Kendall, 111., and Cass, Pulaskl, and 
White, Ind. About 700 households in these 
areas, scientifically selected by address 
(not by name) to provide a cross section 
of all households, will have been inter- 
viewed a total of fivo times when the 
survey is completed in March 1973. 


Another group of households In these 


areas, numbering slightly more than 700, 
arc participating in the Diary Survey, 
which is a part of the overall Consumer 
Expenditure Survey program. 
Each 


Diary Survey household is asked to keep 
a dally record of expenditures for two 
consecutive seven-day periods. This will 
provide information about the many 
small everyday purchases, such as food, 
cleaning products, and personal care' 
items that people could not be expected 
to recall over a three-month period. 


More Sophisticated Banking 
System Sought In The U.S. 


A picture of a more sophisticated pub- 


lic, demanding quality of banking ser- 
vices rather than quantity has emerged 
from a nationwide study conducted for 
the Foundation for Full Service Banks by 
Louis Harris and Associates. 


Harris interviewed 3,168 men and 


women In the national survey and deter- 
mined that the American public is more 
awaro than ever of tho differences 
among tho nation's financial Institutions 
and the services they offer. 


In a parallel study of 828 community 


opinion leaders, tho same basic picture 
emerged, only with greater definition. 
Tho leaders — generally more affluent 
and more frequent users of banking ser- 
vices than tho average American — ten- 
ded to bo more definite in their attitudes 
and opinions. 


The recently completed report Included 


detailed comparisons of 10 key states, in- 
cluding Illinois. Tho survey is the second 
Harris study sponsored by tho Founda- 
tion — tho first was in 1970 — and is the 
fourth Foundation major research effort 
over tho last decade to determine how 
tho public views banking. 


THE HARRIS study also discovered 


that: the credit and charge card market 
is declining in terms of people holding 
cards, but tho position banks maintain in 
this area la holding steady or slightly In- 
creasing; and opinion leaders would like 
to see savings banks and savings and 
loan associations be permitted to offer a 
similar range of services which Full Ser- 
vice Banks offer now. 


Also, helping minorities Is still a com- 


parative weakness In banking's corpo- 
rate reputation, although full service 
banks showed gams over the 1970 Harris 
study in how the public views banks' con- 
cern for the quality of life of their com- 
munities. 


Forty-three per cent of tho nation's 


men and women rate full service banks 
"very high" In concern to help the com- 
munity. Business as a whole, however, 
only rated 33 per cent for "very high in 
helping the community." 


Forty-nine per cent of Illinois' resi- 


dents feel the banks express "very high 
concern" to help tho community. Hero, 
as in a number of other instances, the 
state's citizens exhibited a higher degree 
of confidence than the national average. 


Nineteen different categories of com- 


munity activity were presented to those 
interviewed, and tho banks showed fa- 
vorably in 12, including contributing to 
the community, making housing loans to 
middle income individuals, helping local 
business grow, providing jobs and train- 
ing for young people and helping public 
education. 


In seven areas, however, more people 


were critical of banks than laudatory. 
These Included such sensitive areas as 
making personal loans to minorities, 
making business loans to minorities, hir- 
ing minority group employes and help- 
ing to find solutions to racial problems. 


FIFTY-ONE per cent of Illinois' men 


and women have "discretionary Income" 
matching the national average, the sur- 
vey indicated. But while tho national av- 
erage rose six points since 1970, an 


xadded 12 per cent of the state's men and 
women now have extra dollars to spend 


There has been on Increase In the use 


of charge and credit cards in the state. 
In the past two years, the number of Illi- 
nois residents carrying them has risen 
four points to the national average of 60 
per cent; mcnawhlle, the national aver- 
age dropped four points to reach that 
same SO per cent mark. 


Illinois approximates the national aver- 


age when It comes to use of loan ser- 
vices, with no variation more than five 
points. Thirty-one per cent of the state's 
residents take out auto loans; 17 per cent 
home mortgages; 13 per cent personal 
loans; 5 per cent home improvement 
loans, and 4 per cent educational loans. 


Illinois residents were about average 


In their familiarity with full service 
banks, with 57 per cent saying they were 
familiar with them.

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Fitness Class Makes Life More Worth Living

Sixty-two-year-old Walter Klrchhoff 


knows full well (he meaning of the word 
death. He uses a derivation of the word 
in the phrase, "I'm afraid to die." 


Klrchhoff, who lives in Mount Prospect 


and is the president of the Walter Klr- 
chhoff Insurance Agency, talks to his 
clients about dying, making provisions* 
for their family when that day comes. 


But tho balding, exuberant descendant 


«l the famous Klrchhoff family of the 
Northwest suburbs would rather talk 


Big John Aiken does his thing. 


about living, feeling his best now and 
planning on living a long, full, rewarding 
life. 


Klrchhoff is one of more than 800 men 


and women who attend physical fitness 
classes at the Northwest Suburban 
YMCAinDesPlaines. 


He can be seen every Tuesday and 


Thursday night with about SO or 60 other 
guys, running clockwise around the sec- 
ond floor gymnasium or doing any one, of 
a myriad'of stretching and tightening ex- 
erclses devised by physical education dl- 
rector.Art Michaely. 


"I'M AFRAID TO give up the class," 


said Klrchhoff of his participation for the 
past four years In Mlchaely's program. 
"I'm afraid to die if I did. 


"This Is the finest thing I ever did In 


my life, joining this class. I've never felt 
better in my life. There's no question 
about It. I don't know what a headache 
is. I'm more ambitious. I have a differ- 
ent mental attitude. I have a new outlook 
on life. I'm raring to go." 
, 


Also raring to go are Klrchhoff's class- 


mates, each with a different motivation 
behind their wanting to be pushed to the 
limits by Mlchaely's grueling, nonstop 
45-mlnuto workouts. 


For Manny Levin, his day-to-day life 


has remained virtually the same since he 
was stricken with heart attacks hi 1966 
and 1969. And that is because of Ml- 
chaely's class, he sold. 


The Morton Grove resident, assistant 


to the president of a Chicago furniture 
manufacturing company, said he hasn't 
changed his mental jrttltude toward the 
fear of having another heart attack and 
that If he did have one he Is in such good 
physical condition he would be able to 
survive It. 


"Tho likelihood of my having another 


heart attack has been reduced," Levin 
said. "My doctor said that If I wasn't in 
top condition I wouldn't have made it to 
the hospital during my second attack." 


Levin, 52, was, like so many others, 


ripe for his first heart attack. "I was 
very inactive. I was overweight. I 
worked a lot but had no recreation. But 
when I had a heart attack (his first) I 
was very surprised. I was In oxygen for 
eight days. Afterwards my doctor said I

should exercise more. I tried everything. 
But I made too many excuses, it was too 
early, It was too late, I just ate. Then I 
fell into Art." 
- LEVIN WAS ONE of the original eight 
participants in Mlchaely's first class and 
says of It, "this physical fitness class Is 
my religion. I get rid of my frustrations 
in working out. The YMCA is the only 
bargain left in this world." 


Bob Singer of Mount Prospect feels 


that with a fit mind and fit body his rela- 
tionships at work and at home have im- 
proved. Singer, who has participated in 
Michaely's class for more than a year, 
said overall he's a better man. 


"I'm more alert mentally, I don't get 


tired as much as I used to," said Singer, 
who has shed 10 pounds in that period of 
time but has mainly redistributed his 
weight. "I don't spend any more time 
with my family, than before," he said, 
"but when I do it's more quality than 
quantity." 


Singer, a Chicago lawyer, said his oc- 


cupation doesn't afford him the time to 
keep physically fit but he makes the 
most of his time in the fitness class. 


John Aiken of Des Plaines, foreman 


for Concrete Erectors Ltd., a construc- 
tion firm, said the fitness class "does 
wonders for you. If your body works 
good", your brain functions good, too. I 
used to say, 'what do I need this for?' 
But this is the whole ticket. I can feel a 
vast difference in myself." 


Irv Marshak speaks 'in glowing terms 


of the Y's hierarchy, praising it for being 
flexible enough to provide area residents 
with a physical fitness class. But Mar- 
shak, of Park Ridge, thinks it still comes 
down to the individual to dedicate him- 
self to attaining better physical health. 


"You have to have an inner desire," 


Marshak said. "I weighed 210 pounds 
four years ago. I'm down to 175 now. I've 
never felt so good in my life." 


Marshak, an auto dealer, said his work 


capacity has Improved. "I have more pa- 
tience, my mind's clearer, I feel better 
and perform better. Everything about 
me has improved." 


IF MARSHAK is one of the chief sales- 


men ot Michaely's program he doesn't 
show it in class. In fact, he leads some of 
the "protestors" in chiding remarks of 
Michaely as Michaely drives them 
through his 45-mlnute workout.

Mental Problems Are Increasing

The status socking suburban man, 


wrapped up In his quest for the better 
things In life, may be causing serious 
mental problems In himself and frustra- 
tions and depression In his wife. 


The suburban man's workaday world, 


loaded with keen competition, perform- 
ance pressures and tho Increased concen- 
tration needed to carry out his duties, 
leaves him little time to solve his own 
problems and even less time to devote to 
his family. 


The suburban woman, feeling unwant- 


ed and unloved as a result of her hus- 
band's concerted effort In the direction of 
his job, thus becomes despondent and 
soured In her marriage. 


According to Dr. Eugene Tragcr, di- 


rector of tho Northwest Mental Health 
Cenur and a staff psychiatrist at Forest 
Hospital in DCS Plaines, the situations 
described above are some of tho most 
common problems he deals with In his 
contact with suburban residents. 


"SUBURBIA, especially tho Northwest 


suburban area, has been tho place where 
people who are seeking status go. The 
suburbs are the fastest way to achieve 
upper class status. Property Is cheaper, 
tho establishment Is not as entrenched, 
tho competition Is more open and there's 
a chance to participate more," Dr. Tra- 
gcr said. 


But, said Dr. Tragcr, when people 


reach their goal, accomplish what they 
have set out to do, they often feel there 
Is no "payoff, that It wasn't worth the 
effort." This Is when they have prob- 
lems. 


"The husband is so busy worrying 


about paying the mortgage," Dr. Trtigcr 
sold. "And the wife, at home, is alien- 
ated from her neighbors, Isolated and 
doesn't have a sense of community. Com- 


pounding the issue is putting this on top 
of her personal problems." 


At the Northwest Mental Health Center 


more than 1,000 persons have come for 
help so far this year, an increase over 
last year. But the percentage of men util- 
izing the facility remains small, accord- 
big to Dr. Trager. ' 


"The problem they give is time, that 


they work long hours. But it's more than 
that. In our culture it's more acceptable 
for a woman to be relatively helpless and 
seek help than for a man. For man to 
accept help is a sign of weakness or 
femininity in our society. It's also a 
stigma. I call it the Eaglcton problem. 
People are afraid that their problem 
might get known, that It would jeopard- 
ize or hinder their career. 


"THERE IS A DEFINITE concern 


over a mental health record. The ques- 
tion appears 
on employment appli- 


cations. We unequivocally say they 
should lie on this question. They should 
be hired on their past record. It's blatant 
discrimination. These people are pun- 
ished for getting help." 


The suburban man Is "drained at the 


end of the day/' said Dr. Trager, "and 
he can't cope with his family life. This 
snowballs into an untenable situation. 
For instance, when the guy gets home he 
is approached by his kids. He tells them 
to go away. Then the kid goes out and 
commits an anti-social act. 


"What it all comes down to," said Dr. 


Trager, "is that men feel they ought to 
be getting more satisfaction out of life. 
They say, 'I ought to be happy, L've done 
all the right things, I have an education,' 
But he also says, 'my wife is depressed, 
my kids are having problems.'" 


The woman is the person seen most by 


therapists at the center. The typical situ- 
ation Is described by Dr. Trager. 


"The wife is depressed 
when she

She 
can either Improve herself, her physical 
appearance, go back to school or to work 
or anything that she desires. 


"Then, in the process of therapy, we 


tell her to get back off the couch and put 
her nose, to the grindstone. We tell her . 
nobody gets better through therapy. You - 
only get better in life. We tell her to ex- 
ercise her choices. 


"When she does this we find we may 


have to deal with the husband and bis 
responsibilities. He finally discovers that 
what was, isn't. In order for her to be 
happy, therefore, something must be tak- 
en from him. The result is a better life 
together."

Village Explores 
Transportation 
Possibilities 


Elk Grove Village Trustee Noncl Van- 


derweel laid yesterday she may contact 
transportation 
consultants later this 


month In regard to a feasibility study on 
the transportation needs of the village. 


Mrs. Vanderweel, transportation com- 


mittee chairman, said she has a-list of 
transportation consultants In the area 
and would like to Interview them with 
her committee later this month to find 
out what such a study would entail and 
how much It would cost. 


Village trustees have been discussing 


the possibility of establishing a mini-bus 
system through which residents could 
telephone for door-to-door bus service. 
The "dlal-a-rlde" buses, which can carry 
about IS persons at a time, are In the 
experimental stages In various parts of 
the country, including Haddonflcld, N.J. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said federal grants 


are available for both feasibility studies 
and capital grants for equipment to put 
plans into operation. The funding is 
'available on a two-thirds federal and 
one-third local basis. 


Before the village can got funds for the 


feasibility study, It must submit a pro- 
posed work program to-the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC) 


outlining the purpose and goals of the 
study. 


IF THE WORK PLAN Is acceptable, 


the village may then hire a consul- 
tant to complete the feasibility study. 
Mrs. Vandcrwheel said she had no Idea 
how much the study would cost but plans 
to talk with officials of villages, like El- 
gin, who have had studies made. She add- 
edthat there might be some state funds 
available to the village for the local 
share of the feasibility study cost. 


Lost month John Morris, head of the 


transportation department of NIPC, told 
trustees that a constant subsidy probably 
would be needed to support a public 
transportation system in the village. He 
said few public systems are able to com- 
pletely pay for themselves although 
some are able to meet direct costs, such 
as gasoline and salaries. 


Morris estimated it would take about 


six months from the time a work pro- 
gram was submitted to when the feasibil- 
ity study was finished. As far as how 
long It would take Washington to approve 
capital grant funds to purchase equip- 
ment, Morris said he was unable to pre- 
dict the schedule. He said several feasi- 
bility studies he knew of in the Chicago 
area have cost in the $12,000 to $15,000 
range..

Lee C. Jennings, accused of murder 


appeared In criminal court yesterday 
and Immediately asked for a change of 
venuo'for his trial, even to an out-of-state 
location. 


Jennings, 29, who, police said, alleged- 


ly admitted killing Barbara Flanagan 
and her baby daughter, told Judge Rob- 
ert J. Sulski he did not want a public 
defender and would represent himself. 


"I DO NOT WANT this case heard in 


Cook County or anywhere In this state," 
Jennings said. 


Judge Sulski told Jennings his motion 


was "out of order at this time" and con- 
tinued the preliminary hearing to Oct. 17. 
Jennings was again refused boil. 


Besides the two murder charges, Jen- 


nings Is also charged with burglary and 
unlawful use of a weapon In connection 
with the Marriott Hotel incident. Police 
said Jennings was carrying a knife In his 
pocket when arrested. 


THE FLANAGANS' nude and beaten 


bodies were found Sept 11 in the Com- 
njunlly Presbyterian Church parking lot, 
407 N. Main St., Mount Prospect. A coro- 
nor's Inquest Friday established that 
Mrs. Flanagan died from a blow to the 
head and her 18-month-old daughter 
Hence died from choking while being 
sexually assaulted. 


According to Mount Prospect Police 


Chief Bert GIddens, Jennings' verbal 
confession was mode to Mount Prospect 
Patrolman Patrick Halllhan, who along 
with Detective Dennis Leonard have 
been specifically assigned to the case. 
GIddens said of Jennings, "This man 


would not talk to anyone but Pat Halll- 
han." 


Although Chicago police apprehended 


Jennings, the resulting murder charge 
was "a joint effort," according to Mount 
Prospect Police Sgt Ralph Doney, who 
heads.the detective division. Jennings 
was arrested about S a.m. Saturday 
when security men at the Marriott Motor 
Hotel, 8535 HIgglns Rd., saw him peering 
through windows into third floor guest 
rooms. They found two credit cords be- 
longing to a hotel guest in Jennings' pos- 
session. 


C h i c a g o police and burglary in- 


vestigators noticed Jennings resembled a 
composite police drawing of the Flana- 
gan murder suspect Jennings' car, a 
light blue 1068 Pontlac, also fit descrip- 
tions given by witnesses. 


THE DESCRIPTIONS were given by a 


bus driver who saw the two Flanagans 
get Into a car Sept. 9 at the CTA bus 
terminal at Milwaukee and Imlny ave- 
nues In Chicago. It has been reported 
that the bus driver has now Identified 
Jennings as that man. 


Chicago policemen obtained a search 


warrant for Jennings' apartment at 2605 
N. Spauldlng Ave. in Chicago and there 
they found a photo of Renee taken from 
Mrs. Flanagan's wallet, as well as other 
of her personal belongings. In his car, 
police found newspaper clippings of the 
murders and a map of Mount Prospect.

A federal food stamp application and 


distribution center for the Northwest sub- 
urbs will open In Rolling Meadows, "In 
about a week to 10 days," said John W. 
Batlew, director of the service division of 
the county public assistance department. 


Dallow said Monday the food stamp of- 


flee .will be located in the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center, In downtown Rolling 
Meadows. 


Two additional centers will also be 


opened In Evanston, according to Ballow. 
Ballcw sold the three new centers will 
open, "regardless of any action local 
townships take." 


On Sept. IS, supervisors of six town- 


ships, Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove, 
Schawnburg, Barrlngton and Hanover, In 
a joint statement offered township per- 
sonnel and facilities for the food stamp 
program. The supervisor's action was 
taken after the close of food stamp facil- 
ities in the Northwest suburbs by the 
county aid department in April. 


THE FOOD STAMP office had been lo- 


cated In the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter. 


Ballow said of the townships' proposal: 


"They are asking for their people to be 
authorized to handle food stamp appli- 
cations and distribution. They can't do 
this under state and federal regulations. 
We (the county) can't approve their 
request. They should know this," said 
Ballcw. 


Bcrnlo Lcc, Elk Grove Township audi- 


tor, said that William Rohlwlng, town- 
ship supervisor, was going to contact 


Ballcw to discuss the township's offler. 


"We are trying to arrange a 'meeting 


sometime this week," said Lee. 


Ballcw said, "I will be glad to meet 


with them at a mutually convenient time. 
I will discuss with them whenever they 
are ready, but what they are asking for 
is contrary to regulations." 


When the township supervisors' state- 


ment was released, Lee said he under- 
stood that the operation at the Northwest 
Opportunity Center had limited facilities 
for the food stamp operation. 


"THEY COULD only handle 20 coses 


on the one day each week the case- 
workers were there," said Lee. "If you 
were number 21, you had to wait a 
Week." 


Ballow said that only two caseworkers 


will be operating from the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center when the food stamp 
program reopens. He called the facil- 
ities, "extremely limited." 


Ballcw said the center had been closed 


in April because an extensive training 
program was required for caseworkers 
after new regulations for food stamps 
were implemented. 


Ballew said that the food stamp center 


was being opened under a federal grant 
for project FIND. This Is a program to 
use tho Social Security mailing lists to 
contact senior citizens and Inform them 
of their possible eligibility for food 
stamps. 


Ballcw said that tho reopened center 


would handle all cases, not just senior 
citizens.

Prospect Hts. Incorporation 
Goes To Appellate Court 


by KAREN BLECHA 


The Prospect Heights Improvement As- 


sociation (PHIA) took its case for in- 
corporation of Prospect heights as a city 
to Illinois Appellate Court yesterday, cit- 
ing conflicting state statutes on In- 
corporation as a basis for the appeal. 


The hearing at the Chicago Civic Cen- 


ter was the first on the proposed in- 
cprporatton since the PHIA last year 
filed an appeal to a Cook County Circuit 
Court ruling dismissing its incorporation 
petition. The petition was dismissed after 
the villages of Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling objected to the proposed in- 
corporation. 


If Wheeling and Arlington Heights can 


prevent Prospect Heights from 
in- 


corporation, then "a town of 400 people 
could prohibit an area of 10,000 or even 
100,000, from incorporating," Don Kre- 
ger, PHIA attorney, told the judges. 


Kreger based his argument on what he 


called an "obvious ambiguity" in the 
statutes. He referred to one section of 
that statute stating that an area of fewer 
than 7,500 residents must seek approval 
from municipalities within US miles for 
incorporation. Another section says that 
neighboring municipalities within one 
mile must consent to incorporation, re- 
gardless of the population of that area. 


Kreger pointed out that the section 


stipulating the 7,500 population figure 
was added to the statute in 1963, while 
the "consent" section was written in 
1959. 


"We contend the procedural aspects of 


consent are not binding over the section 
of the statute that Includes the 7,500," 
Kreger said. "It was obviously an over- 
sight on the part of the legislature not to 
amend the consent section also." 


Paul Hamer, Wheeling village attorney 


also representing Arlington Heights, con-. 
tended there is no conflict in the statutes.1 
"If an area is within one mile of a mu- 
nicipality, regardless of population, that 
area needs consent of the municipality to 
incorporate," sold Homer pointing out. 
that both Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
are contiguous to the proposed city. 


"The circuit court Judge correctly dis- - 


missed the petition because it did not 
contain consent," 
Homer 
continued. 


"The matter of whether the consent is 
needed or not is not in that court's 
failed to. comply with the mandatory 
procedures for incorporation." 


Robert Di Leonard!, attorney repre- 


senting 14 property owners in the pro- 
posed city's boundaries, supported Ham- 
er's argument. Roger Bjorvlk, repre- 
senting the River Trails Park District 
which has also filed an objection to the 
incorporation, also agreed with Hamer. 


Kreger, who said judges will probably 


base their decision on legal briefs written 
by attorneys, said he expects a decision 
in eight to 10 weeks. If the appellate, 
court reverses the circuit court rulings, 
more hearings will be held on the peti-. 
tion to determine if other requirements, 
have been met. Those requirements in- 
clude number of residents, size of the 
city, adequate number of signatures on 
the petition and accurate legal descrip- 
tion. 


Should the petition be approved, a ref- 


erendum for incorporation must then be 
approved by residents of the proposed 
city. 


If the appellate court upholds the lower 


court ruling, the PHIA can appeal to the 
Illinois Supreme Court Jack GilUgan, 
PHIA president, said yesterday the 
PHIA board has not yet decided whether 
the homeowners group would take that 
step.

Wheeling police have reportedly used 


the machine once, but Buffalo Grove au- 
thorities have had no need to use it as of 
yesterday afternoon. According to Buf- 
falo Grove police, they hope they never 
need to use It. 


Wheeling police Lt. Thomas Conto ex- 


plained that Wheeling authorities will en- 
force Uw law the state's attorney's office 
has handed down following state legisla- 
tion. 


The Implied consent law requires ev- 


ery motorist arrested and charged with 
drunk driving to take two Breathalyzer 
tests to determine the alcoholic content 
of his blood. If the motorist refuses to 
take the test, or cannot decide within 90 
minutes after being asked to take it, his 
driver's license may be suspended for up 
to three months. 


BEFORE THE test is given the new 


law requires that the motorist bo given 
an oral and a written explanation of his 
rights. They advise the motorist that: 


—Within Wi hours after his arrest he 


must take two Breathalyzer tests.

—HE MAY take additional chemical 


tests at his own expense and that all in- 
formation regarding the results of his 
Breathalyzer tests are available to him 
or his lawyer. 


Lt. Conto said if a motorist refuses to 


take the test he will be issued a ticket 
along with the drunk driving ticket, and 
will go to court for both. At that time the 
judge will rule on the tickets and have 
the clerk inform the secretary of state on 
actions taken. 


Lt. Conte added that, a motorist can 


win his drunken driving case and still 
lose on the refusal to take the Breath- 
alyzer. 


Buffalo Grove policeman Ron GozdecW 


said he felt the new law may stop some 
people from driving while drunk but he 
also feels'some people will try to beat 
the system. 


Gozdeckl and one other policeman in 


Buffalo Grove are authorized to give the 
test In that village. 


Lt. Conte is in charge of seven other 


Wheeling policemen who can give the 
test there. Ho said several other Wheel- 
ing policemen will bo taking the 40-hour 
course that enables them to give the test. 


If, In cither village, none of the men 


qualified to give the exam is present, one 
will be called to administer the test.

Developers Decide To Build In Flood Plain 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Once again, developers have decided to 


build apartments on county land next to 
Wheeling without seeking annexation to 
the village. 


This time the land in question is just 


south of Meadowbrook West on Wolf 
Road, and lies in the flood plain of the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. A dispute over 
this land developed last year when Di 
Com Corp. began filling in the land de- 
spite protests from Wheeling residents, 
who claimed this would cause increased 
flooding in Meadowbrook West. 


DI COM CORP., a Glenview firm, has 


been Issued temporary permits for ex- 
cavation and foundation work. The devel- 
opers plan a 238-unit apartment complex 
for the site, and will seek regular per- 
mits for the project once final plans are 
completed. 


William F. Harris, Cook County Com- 


missioner of Building and Zoning, said 
thlh is normal procedure for construction 
in the county. Harris explained that a 
temporary permit had been issued for 
preliminary construction, but that final 
permits would not be granted unless the 
developers met county regulations. 


"Their ultimate and final permit will 


not be issued unless they are In com- 
pliance with all of the county codes and 
regulations," he said. 


WHILE THERE ARE numerous build- 


ing requirements at the county level, 


Wheeling's building regulations are con- 
sidered to be more demanding. Although 
the development will not pay village 
taxes, it will provide an added load for 
School Dlst. 21 and the Wheeling Fire 
Department. 


Irv Lefkowitz, vice president of Di 


Com Corp., said the difference in the 
building codes would not effect the apart- 
ment project. "That's really not impor- 
tant because any of the building codes 
are pretty strict today." 


Lefkowitz explained his firm's build- 


ings are constructed according to the 
BOCA code, a national building standard, 
instead of merely complying with local 
standards. 


Lefkowitz said the apartment complex 


will be basically one-bedroom rental 
units. The development will provide rec- 
reational facilities, including a swim- 
ming pool. According to the temporary 
building permit, the project will cost an 
estimated $2,100,000. 


SINCE THE APARTMENTS will lie in 


the flood plain, Cook County and the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District require that a 
flood retention basin be built. Lefkowitz 
said the basin would probably be the 
first construction project at the site. 


The controversy over the landfill last 


year centered on the contention that the 
low-lying site had previously acted as a 
natural water retention basin for Mead* 
owbrook West. Di Com claimed it had 


the right to bring the land up to grade In 
order to build. The village and some 
Wheeling residents claimed it was illegal 
to flll in flood plain land. 


Although the landfill operation was 


halted after a county hearing last April, 
the dirt already on the land was never 
removed. Lefkowitz said his firm had 
raised the grade of several low-lying 
areas six or seven feet. 


AS IN OTHER cases of nearby con- 


struction in the county, Wheeling cannot 
review any plans except when a zoning 
subdivision is involved. If a subdivision 
is made within 1.5 miles of the village, 
Wheeling has the right to approve final 
plats for the project. 


In this case, however, no zoning deci- 


sions were involved. The land In question 
has been zoned for multiple-family devel- 
opment since the early 1960s. 


At one point, there was talk of annex- 


ing the property into the village. Lefkow- 
itz said the idea is still being "kicked 
around," but added that any decision to 
annex would be based on business con- 
siderations. 


When asked if the village was consid- 


ering taking action on the building, Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt said he did not 
think there was any action the village 
could take. He added, however, that he 
would like to have the project annexed to 
the village because of the differences be- 
tween village and county building codes. 


Several other apartment complexes hi 


recent years have been built just outside 
the village limits without seeking annex- 
ation. These include Lamplighter Apart- 
ments, Chalmondeley, Orchard Trace, 
Willow Run, Old Willow and Lake Run.

bodies were found Sept. 11 in the Com- 
munity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 
407 N. Main St., Mount Prospect. A coro- 
'nor's inquest Friday established that 
Mrs. Flanagan died from a blow to the 
head and her 18-month-old daughter 
Renee died from choking while being 
sexually assaulted. 


According to Mount Prospect Police' 


Chief Bert Giddens, Jennings' verbal 
confession was made to Mount Prospect 
Patrolman Patrick Hallihan, who along 
with Detective Dennis Leonard have 
been specifically assigned to the case. 
Giddens said of Jennings, "This man 


would not talk to anyone but Pat Haffl- 
ban." 


Although Chicago police apprehended 


Jennings, the resulting murder charge 
was "a joint effort," according to Mount 
Prospect Police Sgt. Ralph Doney, who 
heads the detective division. Jennings 
was arrested 'about 5 a.m. Saturday 
when security men at the Marriott Motor 
Hotel, 8335 Higgins Rd., saw him peering 
through windows into third floor guest 
rooms. They found two credit cards be- 
longing to a hotel guest in Jennings' pos- 
session.

C h i c a g o police and burglary in- 


vestigators noticed Jennings resembled a 
composite police drawing of the Flana- 
gan murder suspect Jennings' car, a 
light blue 1966 Pontlac, also fit descrip- 
tions given by witnesses. 


THE DESCRIPTIONS were given by a 


bus driver who saw the two Flanagans 
get into a car Sept. 9 at the CTA bus 
terminal at Milwaukee and Imlay ave- 
nues in Chicago. It has been reported 
that the bus driver has now identified 
Jennings as that man. 


Chicago policemen obtained a search 


warrant for Jennings' apartment at 2605 
N. Spaulding Ave. in Chicago and there 
they found a photo of Renee taken from 
Mrs. Flanagan's wallet, as well as other 
of her personal belongings. In his car, 
police found newspaper clippings of the 
murders and a map of Mount Prospect 


According to State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan Jennings may have met Mrs. 
Flanagan at an out-patient clinic at the 
Read-Zone Mental Health Center, where 
they both were patients.

Prospect Hts. Incorporation Goes To Appellate Court

The Prospect Heights Improvement As- 


sociation (PHIA) took its case for in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights as a city 
to Illinois Appellate Court yesterday, cit- 
ing conflicting state statutes on in- 
corporation as a basis for the appeal. 


The hearing at (he Chicago Civic Cen- 


ter was the first on the proposed In- 
corporation since the PHIA lost year 
(lied an appeal to a Cook County Circuit 
Court ruling dismissing its Incorporation 
petition. The petition was dismissed after 
the villages of Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling objected to the proposed In- 
corporation. 


If Wheeling and Arlington Heights can 


prevent Prospect Heights 
from 
in- 


corporation, then "a town of 400 people 
could prohibit an area of 10,000 or even 
100,000. from incorporating," Don Krc- 
gcr, PHIA attorney, told the judges. 


Krcgcr based his argument on what ho 


called an "obvious ambiguity" in the 
statutes. He referred to one section of 
that statute stating that an area of fewer 
than 7,500 residents must seek approval 
from municipalities within IK miles for 
Incorporation. Another section says that 
neighboring municipalities within one 
mile must consent to Incorporation, re- 
gardless of the population of that area. 


Krcgor pointed out that the section 


stipulating the 7,500 population figure 
was added to the statute In 1063, whilo 
the "consent" section was written In 
1950. 


"We contend the procedural aspects of 


consent are not binding over tho section 
of tho statute that includes the 7,500," 
Krcgcr said. "It was obviously an over- 
sight on the part of the legislature not to 
amend tho consent section also." 


Paul Homer, Wheeling village attorney 


also representing Arlington Heights, con- 
tended there Is no conflict in the statutes. 
"If an area is within one mile of a mu- 
nicipality, regardless of population, that 
area needs consent of the municipality to 
incorporate," said Homer pointing out 
that both Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
arc contiguous to tho proposed city. 


"The circuit court judge correctly dis- 


missed tho petition because It did not 
contain consent," Hamcr continued. 
"Tho matter of whether the consent is 
needed or not Is not In that court's 
failed to comply with tho mandatory 
procedures for incorporation."

Lt.Conte said If a motorist refuses to 


take the test ho will be Issued a ticket 
along with the drunk driving ticket, and 
will go to court for both. At that time the 
judge .will rule on the tickets and have 
the clerk Inform the secretary of state on 
actions token. 


Lt. Conto added that a motorist can 


win his drunken driving, case and still 
lose on the refusal to take the Breath- 
alyzer. 


Buffalo Grove policeman Ron Gozdecki 


said he felt the new law may stop some 
people from driving while drunk but he 
also feels some people will try to beat 
the system. 


Gozdecki and one other policeman in 


Buffalo Grove arc authorized to give the 
test in that village.

$127,000 Project' Soon Under Way 
Big Plans Set For Emmerich Park 


(See Drawing on Page 3) 


With an eye on the mushrooming popu- 


lation of the village, the Buffalo Grove 
Park District is finalizing plans for a 
major overhaul of Emmerich Park. 


Included in the $127,000 project is the 


remodeling and expansion of the existing 
community center and the addition of 
two lighted tennis courts, two ice skating 
rinks, two baseball diamonds, a chil- 
dren's playground, Indoor 'and outdoor 
fireplaces and a patio. 


Park Director Stan Crosland said he 


expects bids to be opened for the grading 
of the area north of the community cen- 
ter within the next 30 days. Park offi- 
cials arc hopeful to have one of the skat- 
ing rinks ready for use this winter. 


The community center will be remodel- 


ed and expanded with the intention of 
making it a multi-use facility. Currently, 
the building is composed of one large 
room, a kitchen, the park district office 
and washrooms. 


Plans are to enclose the patio, Cros- 


land said, making it suitable for park 
board meetings and small gatherings. 
This would free the large room for other 
activities. The kitchen will also be rede- 
signed for more efficient use, and addi- 
tlonal entrances to the washrooms will 
Deinstalled. 


Other plans are to relocate the storage 


facility, install a drinking fountain and 
provide a new driveway and parking 
space. All areas of the remodeled.park 
will be connected with a walkway sys- 
tem. 


Estimating the timetable for construc- 


tion, Crosland said he predicts work on 
the community center-to begin sometime 
this winter. The remainder of the park 
will be completed next summer. 


The children's .playground will be de- 


signed for elementary school age chil- 
dren, Crosland-said.. It will probably in- 
clude swings, climbers and.other.steel 
play apparatus. The playground will be 


relocated to eliminate the flooding prob- 
lem that plagues the current site. 


Keeping in mind the number of base- 


ball games that were rained out — or 
flooded out — this summer, Crosland 
said the new diamonds will have under- 
ground drains to make the fields ready 
for play almost immediately after a rain. 


The larger baseball field will be lighted 


and constructed with sloping sides, like 
an amphitheatre, to provide better a 


flew of the game for spectators. Cros- 
land said this field will also be suitable 
for ice hockey. 


Currently the community center also 


houses the Buffalo Grove Public Works 
Department vehicles. Crosland said fu- 
ture plans for Emmerich Park include 


• the addition of more office space, a 
workshop and maintenance garage when 
the Public Works Department establishes 
its own facility.

Negotiators for the High School Dist. 


211 Board of Education last night offered 
to raise the base pay for teachers by 
$200,1018,500. 


The proposal would mean proportional 


raises for more experienced teachers. 
Top pay under the new proposal, after 16 
years' experience, would be $18,062, an 
increase of the present top pay of 117,600. 


In making the offer, the board negotia- 


tors rejected a proposal made by the dis- 
trict's Education Association last week 
which would have frozen the base pay at 
Its present level of $8,300. The associ- 
ation offer, however, meant larger raises 
for more experienced teachers, with top 
pay after 16 years set at $18,560. 


BOARD PRE& Robert Creek said the 


board was rejecting the association pro- 
posal because of a "philosophical posi- 
tion" that the salary proposed for begin- 
ning teacher* with masters' degrees Is 
too high and because the top salary 
would be more than twice the amount 
made by • beginning teacher. 


Under the association proposal, a be- 


ginning teacher with a master's degree 
would have made 16 per cent more than 
the $8,300 paid to • beginner with a bach- 
elor's degree. Creek said the board's po- 
sition Is that a master's degree Is not 
worth that much more. 


In addition, ho said the top pay of 


$18,560 proposed by the teachers would 
be too high "as the board perceives It on 
the basis of the community and of our 
philosophy." 


Association officials showed some an- 


noyance at the now board proposal The 
last association proposal was drawn up 
after Creek suggested that the teachers 
find a way to reward experienced teach- 
ers without Increasing the base pay. 


FOLLOWING A closed-door caucus 


with the 'association bargaining team 
that lasted nearly an hour, Carl Flaks, 
association spokesman, said the board's 
new proposal "runs counter to the idea 
of rewarding experienced teachers. It 
subsidizes the newer, 
Inexperienced 


teacher at the expense of the profes- 
sional teacher." 


Flaks added, "We're not here to argue 


philosophy," and asked for another nego- 
tiations session this week where the asso- 
ciation could present another counter- 
proposal 


Creek explained that a special board 


meeting has been called for Wednesday 
and members of the board negotiating 
team will be out of town during the rest 
of the week. The two sides agreed to 
meet next Monday at 7:30 p.m. 


The two sides have been negotiating 


for nearly seven months on the 1972-73 
teachers' contract. District teachers re- 
turned to work without a contract in Au- 
gust and are now being paid on the basis 
of the 1971-72 salary scale.

Cats may be allowed to roam at-largo 


In Palatine after all 


Village trustees last night agreed to 


strike from the proposed animal ordi- 
nance provisions that cats must bo 
leashed or on the owners' property. 


The trustees also decided to equalize 


the fee schedule, which, as proposed, dif- 
ferentiated between male and unspayed 
female pets. 
. 


The trustees' action, subject to final 


approval at a later meeting, overruled 
key portions of the ordinance which had 
been drafted and worked on for more 
than a year by the Palatine Environmen- 
tal Control Board (ECB). 


ECB CHAIRMAN Wayne Browning 


angrily left the meeting Immediately af- 
ter the vote and declined comment. 


Richard A. Dawson, environmental 


health director, said he could accept a 
standard licensing fee of $5 a year, but 
maintained that cats running at-large "Is 
a problem that needs to be dealt with." 


Cat owners had contended that a cat's 


nature would not adapt to remaining in- 
doors or being leashed when outdoors. 


As the ordinance now stands, removing 


the requirement that cats must be 
leashed does not relieve owners of re- 
sponsibility for damages or nuisances 
caused by their pets. 


The amendment, proposed by Trustee 


Terry Lclghty, is intended to avoid penal- 
izing cats which go outside but do not 
annoy neighbors or cause a nuisance. 


Dawson, however, argued that pets 


cause as much damage — if not more — 
than strays. 


MANY OF THE two dozen persons who 


attended the meeting applauded the 
trustees' decision, but others expressed 
disappointment that the proposed ordi- 
nance now "has no guts." 


Mrs. Lon Morrey, 510 N. Everett Dr., 


said she personally has turned In 15 cats 
and dogs which have been running loose. 


"I don't think my neighbors should be 


subjected to my (German) shepherds 
any more than I should be subjected to 
their cats." 


Mrs. David Bone, 353 N. Morris Dr., 


presented the argument for cat owners. 


Even if her pet Is on a neighbor's lawn 


watching the children play, "she runs the 
risk of being picked up," Mrs. Bone said. 
"Somehow, In terms of the nature of a 
cat, this seems unreasonable. 


"Have you ever tried to leash a cat?" 
The ordinance's provisions would apply 


to dogs as well as cats, but present vil- 
lage ordinances already restrict dogs' 
behavior. 


Trustee Wendell E. Jones was the only 


trustee to oppose revisions in the pro- 
posed ordinance.

Drunk Driver Testing Gear Ready 


Not a single driver has been picked 


up In Palatine since Illinois' "Implied 
consent" law went Into effect at midnight 
Saturday, but Palatine police don't 
expect the record to remain unblemished 
for long. 


Police Lt. Harold Nehmzow said this 


weekend — the first full weekend under 
the new law — probably will result in the 
first arrests for drunken driving. 


Policemen "may go pretty slow on ar- 


rests" the first couple of weeks that the 
law is in effect, he said, "but after that, 
watch out." 


The "implied consent" law provides 


that by accepting a driver's license, a 
motorist assumes responsibility for his 
conduct while driving. 


Refusal to take two breathalyzer tests 


for alcohol content in the blood may re- 
sult in the suspension of the individual's 
driver's license. 


A MOTORIST IS considered "under 


the influence" of intosicating liquor if a 
reading of .10 blood content is estab- 
lished within 2V4 hours of his arrest. 


Nehmzow pointed out that the new law 


changes the previous procedure on ar- 
rests for drunken driving. 
' 


Previously, if a driver is suspected of 


being "under the influence," he is taken 
to the police station and given observa- 
tion tests then, with his consent, breath- 
alyzer tests. Based on the results of 


, those tests, police determine whether to 


file charges for drunken driving or re- 
lease the driver. 


Now, however, an arrest must be made 


immediately, and after the driver is in- 
formed of his rights, he is given breath- 
alyzer tests to substantiate the charges 
or forfeit his license. 


Nehmzow said the new law "probably 


will lead to more arrests." 


In 1971, according to Palatine police 


records, 67 persons were charged with 
driving while intoxicated. Twenty-eight 
of those arrests resulted in convictions. 


Twenty accidents involving motor ve- 


hicles were attributed to drunken driving 
in 1971, and 11 in 1970. 


Six drunken driving arrests were made 
in Inverness in 1971.

Slaying Suspect Wants To Be His Own 'Lawyer' 


Lee C. Jennings, accused of murder 


appeared In criminal court yesterday 
and Immediately asked for a change of 
venue for his trial, even to an out-of-statc 
location. 


Jennings, 29, who, police said, alleged- 


ly admitted killing Barbara Flanagan 
and her baby daughter, told Judge Rob- 
ert J. Sulski ho did not want a public 
defender and would represent himself. 


"I DO NOT WANT this case heard in 


Cook County or anywhere in this state," 
Jennings said. 


Judge Sulski told Jennings his motion 


was "out of order at this time" and con- 
tinued the preliminary hearing to Oct. 17. 
Jennings was again refused ball. 


Besides the two murder charges, Jen- 


nings Is also charged with burglary and 
unlawful uso of a weapon In connection 
with the Marriott Hotel incident. Police 
sold Jennings was carrying a knife in his 
pocket when arrested. 


THE FLANAGANS' nude and beaten 


bodies were found Sept. 11 in the Com- 
munity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 
407 N. Main St., Mount Prospect. A coro- 
nor's Inquest Friday established that 


Mrs. Flanagan died from a blow to the 
head and her IB-month-old daughter 
Renee died from choking while being 
sexually assaulted. 


According to Mount Prospect Police 


Chief Bert Glddens, Jennings' verbal 
confession was made to Mount Prospect 
Patrolman Patrick Hallihan, who along 
with Detective Dennis Leonard have 
been specifically assigned to the case. 
Glddens said of Jennings, "This man 
would not talk to anyone but Pat Halll- 
nan." 


Although Chicago police apprehended 


Jennings, the resulting murder charge 
was "a joint effort," according to Mount 
Prospect Police Sgt. Ralph Doney, who 
heads the detective division. Jennings 
was arrested about 5 a.m. Saturday 
when security men at the Marriott Motor 
Hotel, 8535 Higgins Rd., saw him peering 
through windows into third floor guest 
rooms. They found two credit cords be- 
longing to a hotel guest in Jennings' pos- 
session. 


C h i c a g o police and burglary in-

Inverness Acts 
To Halt Land 
Withdrawl 


An Inverness attempt to block one of 


its residents from withdrawing 40 acres 
of land from the village dragged on yes- - 
terday while attorneys questioned village 
consultant Robert Teska. 


The trial, which goes Into its third day 


of testimony at 9 a.m. Friday, centered 
yesterday around Teska's comprehensive 
plan for Inverness which was submitted 
to the Inverness planning board In Feb- 
ruary. 
C i r c u i t C o u r t Judge Helen 


McGillicuddy is expected to reach a deci- 
sion Friday after the village puts village 
trustee Robert Nelson, its second and 
last witness, on the stand. 


The controversy began when Robert 


Lonze filed a petition to withdraw his 40- 
acre tract from the southern corner of 
Inverness to escape restrictive village 
zoning ordinances. Current Inverness 
zoning allows no more than one home or 
less on each acre of land, and Lonze Is 
proposing multiple dwellings and a com- 
mercial development. 


Teska's comprehensive plan has not 


been officially accepted and no action 
will be taken on it until after the Lonze 
suit is decided. 


REPRESENTING THE village of In- 


verness, Atty. J. William Bralthwalte 
presented Teska as an expert witness In 
the field of land use and city planning. 
The village attempted to prove the poten- 
tial withdrawal of Lome's property 
would disrupt the plans and growth pat- 
tern which the village desires. 


"Villages which are as small as In* 


verness should be encouraged to grow to 
a reasonable size to carry out effective 
local governmental processes," Teska 
told the court 


Algonquin Road would be the natural 


southern boundary for the small village, 
he testified, and withdrawal of Lonze's 40 
acres could halt any potential annexation 
to the south of the village. 


Natural drainage on the contested land 


could also be distnipted by a high den- 
sity development, according to Teska. 


If Lonze is successful in his petition,

LONZE's TWO ATTORNEYS quizzed 


Teska for over 3tt hours about his com- 
prehensive plan. At one point, Teska at- 
tempted to give figures for assessed 
v a l u a t i o n for apartments or con- 
dominiums that might be built on 
Lonze's property, but his estimate fell 
under heavy criticism.

Ing for NEC, explained the problems 
were caused by a variety of things, In- 
cluding the fact that NEC is switching to 
a new computer from the old IBM 1401 
, used In past years. 


"A NEW COMPUTER is like a new 


car and there are lome bugs in it," Ber- 
nard said. 


In addition, he said computer work for 


tho eight districts using the NBC ma- 
chine has been behind schedule because 
of problems growing out of one of the 
summer's electrical storms.

Doctor, Teacher, First Baseman, Too 


Meet Robert Hale-* A Hale Of A Competitor

It's not hard to imagine Robert Hale, 


the new principal at Park View School in 
Mount Prospect, as a major league com- 
petitor. He has played major league 
baseball for the New York Yankees, 
among other teama. 


Interviewing him reminds one of hav- 


ing a fast ball thrown right between the 
eyes. Before you've got a question out, 
he's answered it and Is sitting on the 
edge of his chair waiting for your next 
question. He knows his mind and doesn't 
have to take a lot of time to plan what 
he's going to say. 


But this really isn't unusual. For Hale, 


39, has been mapping out his game plan 
and following it ever since high school. 
Once he decides on what he wants, he 
goes after it: class president, first base- 
man for a major league baseball team, 
athletic coach, a master's degree and 
then a doctorate in education. 


This isn't to say that Hale has gotten 


what he wanted without a lot of work. 
Drafted into a minor league division of 
the Baltimore Orioles out of high school, 
Hale moved up to the major leagues af- 
ter four years. He then went on to play 
for the Cleveland Indians and the New 
York Yankees. 


In 1963, he retired from active play to 


become a scout and part-time minor 
league coach for the Chicago White Sox. 
Three years later, he was summoned 
into the front office, and as he says, took 


the first fork in the road away'from a 
career in baseball. 


"THE WHITE SOX said, 'We'd like 


you to work for us full time,' but I had a 
young family, one five-year-old and one 
three-year-old then, with another child 
just about to be born. That's when I de- 
cided to quit baseball for good," he said. 
"It was primarily because of the travel 
involved. I felt a vocation in education 
would be a good thing." 


The change to education was not total- 


ly unanticipated. Hale had been attend- 
ing college part-time for several years. 
But it was only after he quit baseball for 
good that he decided to go back to school 
full-time.

In order to return to school on a full 


schedule, Hale had to make sure he had 
a job to support his family, so he woiked 
as a coach, then after he received his 
B.A. degree, as a teacher, at the ele- 
mentary, high school and junior college 
levels. "Once I got to the college level, I 
realized I should have an advanced de- 
gree, so I started working on my mas- 
ter's degree at De Paul and then went on 
to get my Ph.D.," he explained. 


Despite the rather dramatic change in 


role from a major league baseball player 
to that of on elementary school principal, 
Hale says he doesn't really miss being a 
player. "I vot a lot from baseball," he 
philosophized. "I've traveled to South 
America, Cuba, and Venezula. 'This is 
an education you can't get in school." 


HIS FORMER BIG-LEAGUE status 


has also helped him in his new career. 
"Baseball made me a more structured, 
organized and disciplined person," be 
said. "And in teaching, baseball has al- 
ways been a plus. It helps you gain some 
respect you might have had to wait for if 
you'd come In cold," he said. 


Hale is still somewhat noncommittal 


about plans for Park View. "As I told the 
board, I don't really know what's going 
on instructionally yet, and may not need 
to implement anything. I plan to observe 
and then act."

called an "obvious ambiguity" in the 
statutes. Ho referred to one section of 
that statute stating that an area of fewer 
than 7,500 residents must seek approval 
from municipalities within Hi miles for 
Incorporation. Another section says that 
neighboring municipalities within 
one 


mile must consent to incorporation, re- 
gardless of the population of that area. 


Krcgcr pointed out that the section 


stipulating the 7,500 population figure 
was added to the statute in 1963, while 
the "consent" section was written in 
1959. 


"We contend the procedural aspects of 


consent arc not binding over the section 
of the statute that includes the 7,500," 
Krcgcr said. "It was obviously an over- 
sight on the part of the legislature not to 
amend the consent section also." 


Paul Homer, Wheeling village attorney 


also representing Arlington Heights, con- 
tended there is no conflict in the statutes. 
"If an area is within one mile of a mu- 
nicipality, regardless of population, that 
area needs consent of the municipality to 
incorporate," said Hamer pointing out 
that both Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
are contiguous to the proposed city. 


"The circuit court judge correctly dis- 


missed the petition because It did not

"The matter of whether the consent is 
needed or not is not in that court's 
failed to comply with the mandatory 
procedures for incorporation."

Village To Spend $14,000 To Solve Flooding Woes 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


last night voted to commission a $14,000 , 
study of village flooding problems which 
will outline a positive program of flood 
prevention and be ready In about seven 
weeks. 


The engineering firm of R. J. Peterson 


and Associates was given the job on the 
recommendation of the recently appoint- 
ed citizens committee on flooding. 


The same firm submitted a flood pre- 


vention program to the village in 1967. 
That report outlined four major flood 
control measures, two of which have 
been carried out. 


The updated study will incorporate the 


results of a village-wide survey on flood- 
ing which will be moiled to residents by 
the end of this week. 


The survey will seek to gather specific 


data on individual flood problems in or- 
der that a comprehensive flood control 
program can be worked out/according to 
special committee chairman Frank 
Palmatier.

ASSISTANT VILLAGE Mgr. Darryl 


Kenning, who Is in charge of the survey, 
said he hoped most of the questionnaires 
would be returned within two weeks. 


Trustee Alice Harms said she thought 


the Peterson study should also include 
suggestions on revisions and amend- 
ments to the village ordinances on flood 
control and a recommended policy to- 
ward development of swamp and marsh 
areas. 


"Many of the good soil areas in Arling- 


ton Heights are already built on. In 
many cases what's left are poor soil 
areas where water is simply collecting;" 
Mrs. Harms said. 


Trustee Palmatier said that he thought 


it was important to adopt a village-wide 
attitude toward flood control in case<a 
referendum on the expenditure of money 
for major improvements to the village 


sewer system should be necessary in the 
future. 


"I caution against a piecemeal ap- 


proach (to flood control) which might 
look as if one area (of Arlington Heights) 


was being given super-priority over an- 
other area," Palmatier said. 


The village board expects to receive a 


progress report on the Peterson study in 
about four weeks. 


Drunk Driving Law Is Now In 
Effect 


The new Illinois "Implied consent" 


law, which legislators hope will help in 
the fight against drunk driving, went into 
effect Sunday. Arlington Heights was 
ready for it. 


The new " ireathalyzer" machine, re- 


quired by the law to be used in testing 
suspected drunk drivers, went into offi- 
cial operation at midnight Sunday. The 
machine is an integral part of the new 
law and the reason the law did not go 
into effect sooner. Enforcement of the 
law was originally slated for July 1, but 
lack of machines in the state forced de- 
lay until Sunday. 


Though the new machine is ready to 


go, no drunk driving arrests have been 
made since Sunday. 


Police departments, including Arling- 


ton Heights, have used "breathalyzers" 
for a long time, but the new machine has 
incorporated some refinements over the 
old. The main difference is that the old 
machines were manually operated. The 
operator had to match needles simply by 
"eyeballlng" them. The new machines 
are fully automatic, and alcohol content 
in a driver's blood is registered elec- 
tronically, making the test more accu- 
rate, said police Capt. Maury English. 


BUT ACCURACY isn't the only Im- 


provement. Instead of having the oper- 


ator write down the alcohol content, the 
new machine kicks out an electronic 
printout with the necessary information 
to be used in court. The police and de- 
fendant each get a copy. 


Local police traded hi their old ma- 


chine on the new one. The new breath- 
alyzer cost the village nothing, Capt. 
English said. The cost of the item—some 
$1,800—is being picked up by the state. 


Eventually, 13 member of the Arling- 


ton Heights police will be licensed to op- 
erate the machine. English said a licens- 
ed operator will be available to make the 
tests day or night. 


The law itself is also new, at least to 


Illinois. This state is the last to pass an 
implied consent statute. 


Under the law, a driver suspected of 


being under the Influence of alcohol must 
submit to the breathalyzer test or face 
the possibility of losing his driver's li- 
cense for three months. The defendant is 
still informed of his rights, and is 
allowed to consult with an attorney be- 
fore the test is administered. According 
to the law, the driver must take the test 
within 2% hours of his arrest. 


Legislators are hopeful that the law 


will be a major blow to drunk drivers, 
who in the past could refuse to take a 
breathalyzer test. 


Capt. English is not quick to jump to 


any early conclusions, however. 


"We just have to wait and see if the 


new system is any better, he said. Just 
how long the wait will be is another ques- 
tion. Arlington Heights police average 
only four drunk driving arrests' each 
month. 


CAPT ENGLISH said the new system 


will protect those suspected of drunk 
driving, but who ore innocent. He cited 
diabetics as an example. He said that 
often a diabetic in insulin shock appears 
to be intoxicated. He may have had a 
drink and fears he is legally drunk, but 
he may not be. In the past, he could re- 
fuse the breath test and hope he would 
not be convicted. Now, a required breath 
test may be just the proof he needs to 
prove his Innocence. 


Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan said the new law should "re- 
move much of the mystery surrounding 
drunk driving cases. More importantly, 
compulsory use of scientific testing 
makes court decisions based more on ob- 
jective evidence which both lawyers and 
laymen can easily understand... 
duce the number of accidents, injuries 


"We hope the new law will greatly re- 


and deaths caused by drunk drivers, and 
that it will make our streets safer for 
drivers and pedestrians alike," he said.

and $35.99 of expenses — mostly in tele- 
phone calli. 


The result of all the work and money 


dredged Into the 86-acre landfill is the 
conclusion that more land is needed. 


The village administration feels that 


more land is needed to be used for In- 
cinerator residue. In the January of 1971, 
solid waste disposal report, the village 
recommended a |4.5 million Incinerator 
bo built at the landfill site. 


THE ECC, on the other hand, using 


much of the same Information and stud- 
ies used by the village, concluded that 
more land Is needed at the landfill site to 
continue the present operation.'The torn-, 
mission report also suggests 'further 
compaction and recontourlng of the gar- 
bage. 
v 
The village board has tentatively 


agreed to purchase more land for the 
landfill operation and defer the decision 
on the incinerator recommendation by 
the village administration. 


The decision to defer action, on the pro- 


posed incinerator should prompt resi- 


dents of Buffalo Grove to breathe a col- 
lective sigh of relief. They have- been 
against the incinerator proposal'slnce'it 
was first suggested in a $4,000 engineer- 
ing study in May of 1971. They have'also 
been against the landfill since it was pro- 
posed In 1966 because of possible air and 
visual pollution. 


The village went ahead with plans to 


buy the land on' Nichols Road, in 
January, 1967, when Consoer-Townsend 
Engineers did a feasibility study of the 
former gravel pit and said it would be a 
good place for a landfill. The study said 
the area' would last for 10 years, until 
1977. 


The village purchased the land in No- 


vember, 1967, for $300,000. It cost about 
$150,000 to develop'the land for land- 
filling purposes. 


In March, 1968, the landfill opened. At 


that time a feasibility study by John 
Scheaffer, a University of Chicago water 
expert, said the site would last until 1985 
if the' garbage was compacted properly. 
He also said the village could sell gravel 
from the site, since' it was a former 
gravel pit. The study cost $5,000. 


SCHAEFFER ALSO cited errors in the 


Consoer Townsend report and said the 
report was "very conservative and 


unimaginative." 
>, 


In 1971, Melbourne A. Noel, a con- 


sulting engineer, was called in to look at 
the landfill site, when it became evident 
that the area was filling up fast. For 
$4,000, Noel told the village that the area 
would be filled by 1977, and that "an in- 
cinerator is an economic necessity," and 
"the need for this facility is urgent and 
its building should be implemented as 
soon as possible." 


According to the Harza Engineering 


Co. in a $7,000 study completed on Sept 
7, the landfill win last only 1.5 additional 
years if the area is developed according 


to present plans. The engineering firm 
also said the site as it exists now could 
hold up to 13 more years of garbage at an 
• elevation of not over 780 feet above sea 
level (about 60 feet above ground level). 


The village, along with the park dis- 


trict, however, hope to use the area for a 
park when the site is filled to capacity 
with garbage. Tentative plans call for 
tennis courts, a ski slope and an outdoor 
amphitheater at the site. If the 13-year 
plans are followed, the pyramid-shaped 
hill will not be suitable for a recreation 
facility, according to village and park of- 
ficials.

unlawful use of a weapon in connection 
with the Marriott Hotel Incident. Police 
said Jennings was carrying a knife In his 
pocket when arrested. 


THE FLANAGANS* nude and beaten 


bodies were found Sept. 11 In the Com- 
munity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 
407 N. Main St., Mount Prospect. A coro- 
ner's inquest Friday established that 
Mrs. Flanagan died from a blow to the 
head and her 18-month-old daughter 
Rcnce died from choking while being 
sexually assaulted.

Expanding the Arlington Heights land- 


fill could forestall, for as long as six 
years, a decision on building a village- 
operated incinerator, Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson said yesterday. . 


The village board, at a recent meeting, 


instructed Hanson to look into acquiring 
additional property west and north of 
the existing landfill. 


Hanson said yesterday that about 100 


acres of land are under consideration, 
which, if acquired, would triple the area 
of village landfill. 


The additional land would add at least 


six years to the life of existing village 
landfill operations, he said. 


Last January the village adminis- 


tration recommended construction of a 
600-ton capacity incinerator at the land- 
fill to head off what it saw as an immi- 
nent solid waste disposal crisis. 


The controversial recommendation 


spawned a series of studies by the vil- 
lage Environmental Control Commission 


(ECC) and outside consultants. 


TWO WEEKS AGO the ECC finished 


its year-long study of village solid waste 
disposal and concluded that Arlington 
Heights should not build an incinerator 
at this time. 


Expanding the landfill probably will 


postpone action on the Incinerator pro- 
posal but eventually an incinerator will 
be needed, Hanson says. 


"We're going to have to have both — 


an incinerator and a landfill — unless 
something miraculous happens," he said. 


In its report, the ECC pointed to rapid- 
ly advancing technology in the field of 
solid waste disposal but Hanson says he 
is not convinced that revolutionary waste 
disposal technology will develop in the 
near future. 


"It hasn't happened since I started 


looking at garbage disposal two years 
ago. The technology everybody talks 
about isn't just around the corner," he 
said. 
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The administration has determined 


that additional land is available west and 
possibly north of the existing landfill but, 
Hanson says, there are no other suitable 
sites within the village limits. 


COST OF THE additional land has 


been estimated at about $12,000 per acre. 


"Running a landfill is cheaper than 


running an incinerator," Hanson says, 
adding that the village probably will con- 
tinue to use landfill for as long as pos- 
sible. 


But delaying construction of an in- 


cinerator has a price of its own. 


In its January report, the adminis- 


tration estimated that an incinerator 
large enough to handle Arlington Heights 
solid waste would cost $4.5 million. That 
cost, Hanson says, is almost certain to 
increase with tune. 


"Prices on this kind of project have 


been going up avout 10 per cent a year 
minimum. So whatever we do, it's going 
to cost money." 
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Food Stamp Center To Open In Area 


A federal food stamp application and 


distribution center for the Northwest sub- 
urbs will open in Rolling Meadows, "in 
about a week to 10 days," said John W. 
Ballew, director of the service division of 
the county public assistance department. 


Ballew said Monday the food stamp of- 


fice will be located In thc.Northwcst Op- 
portunity Center, In downtown Rolling 
Meadows. 


Two additional centers will also be 


opened in Evanston, according to Ballew. 
Ballew said the three new centers will 
open, "regardless of any action local 
townships take." 


On Sept. 15, supervisors of six town- 


ships, Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg, Barrington and Hanover, in 
a joint statement offered township per- 
sonnel and facilities for the food stamp 
program. The supervisor's action was 
taken after the close of food stamp facil- 
ities in the Northwest suburbs by the 
county aid department in April. 


THE FOOD STAMP office had been lo- 


cated In the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter. 


Ballew said of the townships' proposal: 


"They are asking for their people to be 
authorized to handle food stamp .appli- 
cations and distribution. They can't do 
this under state and federal regulations. 
We (the county) can't approve their 


request They should know this," said 
Ballew. 


Bernie Lee, Elk Grove Township audi- 


tor, said that William 'Rohlwing, town- 
ship supervisor, was going to contact 
Ballew to discuss the township's offier. 


"We are trying to arrange a meeting 


sometime this week," said Lee. 


Ballew said, "I will be glad to meet 


with them at a mutually convenient time. 
I will discuss with them whenever they 
are ready, but what they are asking for 
is contrary to regulations." 


When the township supervisors' state- 


ment was released, Lee said he under- 
stood that the operation at the Northwest 
Opportunity Center had limited facilities 
for the food stamp operation. 


"THEY COULD only handle 20 cases 


on the one day each week the case- 
workers were there," said Lee. "If you 
were number 21, you had to wait a 
week."' 
' 


Ballew said that only two caseworkers 


will be operating from the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center when the food stamp 
program reopens. He called the facil- 
ities, "extremely limited." • 
' 


Ballew said the center had been closed 


in April because an extensive training 
program was required for caseworkers 
after new regulations for food stamps 
were implemented.

pervisors more power to pick their own 
programs and taller-make programs to 
fit their center's neighborhood. Pro- 
grams at the parks Include: 


FRONTIER PARK, 1W3 N. Kennlcott: 


Tom Richardson, recreation supervisor 
at Frontier, has programed open recrea- 
tion every afternoon except Wednesdays 
and Friday and Saturday evenings. A 
program for kindergarten through third 
graders has been started Wednesday af- 
ternoons. 


"So far the program for the younger 


children is progressing well," Richard- 
son said. "The children have a variety of 
arts and crafts as w»U as games avail- 
able." 


Richardson, who has been with tho dis- 


trict since February,' 1971,- thinks teen- 
agers should be given more responsi- 
bility, and has a teen room set up for 
them. Although he will not close off the 
gym for the teenagers, he will keep the

A committee of DCS Plaines aldermen 


have preliminarily remapped themselves 
Into home wards, Ignoring population 
guidelines of City Atty. Robert DILco- 
nardl. 


The panel, named at a Sept. 21 com- 


mltteo-of-thc-wholo meeting, yesterday 
released results of Its first night's work 
which split the city Into eight wards with 
two Incumbents each and an 8.2 per cent 
population variation. 


DlLeonardl recommended Sept. 18 less 


than 1 per cent ward variance, based on 
recent "one man, one vote" court deci- 
sions. 


The proposed 8.2 per cent variation 


could leave the ramp open to court 
challenge. 


The committee did not recommend Its 


proposed remap, drawn after a 314-hour 
meeting Friday, for council approval last 
night. Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) In- 
dicated that another compromise may be 
offered after council members objected 
to the apparent unconstitutional popu- 
lation variation. 


The proposal drew immediate, angry re- 
sponse from Aid. Alan Abrams (8th), 
claiming tho proposal left tho Eight 
Ward so "It looks like it has been run 
through a meat grinder." Abrams unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to block ratification 
of tho committee appointments and to re- 
quire study by the city attorney of pro- 
posed maps before release. 


The council's remap effort followed 


two attempts by City Clerk Eleanor 
Rohrbach that threatened to match two 
Incumbents against each other next year 
In the 7th and 1st Wards. 


IN THE COUNCIL proposal, all in- 


cumbent aldermen remain in home 
wards. Population variation Is between 
6,882 persons in the 2nd Ward and 7,473 
persons In tho proposed 8th Ward. Mrs. 
Rohrbach's goal allowed 7,155 persons 


per ward based on 1970 U.S. Census Bu- 
reau totals and her proposal showed a 
high of 7,184 persons In the 2nd Ward and 
a low of 7,116 In the 7th Ward. 


Changes proposed by the alderman 


(with estimated population totals in par- 
enthesis) Include: 


1ST WARD, 7,028 PERSONS. The 


south ward boundary was shifted north to 
Onkton Street. The move keeps Aid. Rob- 
ert Sherwood, (2nd), at 1416 Henry Ave., 
In his home ward and avoids 1973 elec- 
tion confrontation with Aid. Thomas Kop- 
los (1st). First Avenue remains the west 
boundary and the Chicago & North West- 
ern Rwy. tracks become the north edge. 


2ND WARD, 6,882, the smallest pro- 


posed ward. The word also extends west 
to First Avenue. Everett Avenue and 
Howard Street are the ward's south 
boundary. 


3RD WARD, 7.280 PERSONS. By shift- 


ing the ward boundary cast to First Ave- 
nue, Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd) remains 
with home constltutents, giving the ward 
two Incumbent aldermen Instead of one. 
The aldermen added the Villas area to 
the ward, using Tbackcr-Dempstcr street 
as northern boundary. Instead of extend- 
ing the ward to Des Plaines' west bor- 
der, the word boundary becomes Penn- 
sylvania Avenue.

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Two Teachers' Unions Engage In Representation Fight 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Two teachers unions arc cngngcd In a 


struggle to become bargaining agent for 
Mnlno Township Dlst. 207 high school 
teachers. 


The contest, which started In earnest 


when schools opened this fall, Is an In- 
d l e n t Ion of growing dissatisfaction 
among Dlst. 207 teachers over the cur- 
rent wago agreement and may result In 
a more aggressive bargaining stance no 
matter which union wins. 


The newly formed Maine Education 


Assn., an affiliate of both the Illinois 
Education Assn. and National Education 
Assn., Is trying to unseat the Maine 
Township Teachers Assn., as recognized 
bargaining agent for the district's 700 
teachers. 


The MEA was formed In February 


with 80 members and has since grown to 
more than 200 members, according to 
Shirley Sandclands, MEA president. The 
success of the now group, she said In an 
Interview, is a direct result of dis- 
satisfaction with the teachers association. 


That group was chosen by teachers as 


their bargaining agent when it was or-' 
gnnlzcd eight years ago. As sole recog- 
nized bargaining agent, it has conducted 
wage negotiations and served as the 
teachers' official representative with the 
Dlst. 207 school board. 


LAST SPRING the Dlst. 207 board an- 


nounced a cutback of 40 teaching posi- 
tions, eliminating 27 full-time teacher 


Jobs from the faculty to hold the line on 
the district's deficit budget. This sum- 
mer, teachers accepted a 2.2» per cent 
raise In salary after a negotiation session 
that Jerry Windblgler, member of the 
teachers association executive board, de- 
scribed as lacking In "mutual respect." 


Teachers are dissatisfied with the. 


teachers' association, said Miss Sande- 
lands, and many of them want the MEA 
to represent them at the bargaining 
table. The MEA can draw on the legal 
services and financial expertise of its 
state and national affiliates, she said, and- 
teachcrs are beginning to realize that 
"the local organization will not fight for 
them." 


Miss Sandclands, a leacher at Mnlno 


South, denied that a financial crisis ex- 
ists In the four Maine high schools and 
criticized the board of education for 
teacher cutbacks and meager pay In- 
creases. 


THE TEACHERS could not fight the 


board of education last spring when they 
announced the cutbacks because they 
had no Information on Dlst. 207 finances, 
she said. .The MEA, if It represented 
teachers, would have financial experts 
and legal counsel at hand provided by 
the Illinois Education Association, sold 
Miss Sandclands. 


Members of the MEA salary com- 


mittee ore now auditing the Dlst. 207 
budgets for the last three years, sold 
Miss Sandclnnds. They hope to show that 


Dlst. 207 Is not experiencing severe fi- 
nancial difficulties and cutbacks in staff 
and Increases In class size are not neces- 
sary, she said. 


She said teachers also should be 


trained in salary negotiation procedures 
because the board of education hires pro- 
fessional negotiators to represent It. 


This summer, the salary package was 


pushed through because teachers did not 
hove legal advice, at the bargaining 
table, she claimed. The teachers associ- 
ation salary committee at one point de- 
clared that on Impasse had been reached 
in negotiations and a mediator would 
have to be hired. But the board said an 
Impnsse hod not been reached and the 
bargaining proceeded despite protests 
from the teachers' association. After the 
wages were settled, the teachers associ- 
ation vowed to seek bigger Increases 
next year. 


The MEA may ask for a vote this 


school year to challenge the teachers' as- 
sociation as the legal bargaining agent, 
snid Miss Sandelands. She sold members 
of the MEA representative council are 
now "sounding out" teachers on chang- 
ing bargaining agents. To hold an elec- 
tion a petition must be signed by one 
third of the faculty members. 


KARL MILLER, president of the 


teachers' association, said his organiza- 
tion has done an excellent Job in the last 
eight years and would oppose the MEA 
In any Jurlsdlctlonal election. 


Slaying Suspect Wants To Defend Self 


Leo C. Jennings, accused of murder 


appeared In criminal court yesterday 
and Immediately asked for a change of 
venue for his trial, even to an out-of-statc 
location. 


Jennings, 29, who, police said, alleged- 


ly admitted killing Barbara Flanagan 
and her baby daughter, told Judge Rob- 
ert J. Sulskl he did not want a public 
defender and would represent himself. 


"I DO NOT WANT this case heard In 


Cook County or anywhere In this state," 
Jennings said. 


Judge Sulskl told Jennings his motion 


nas "out of order at this time" and con- 
tinued the preliminary hearing to Oct. 17. 
Jennings was again refused bail. 


Besides the two murder charges, Jen- 


nings Is also charged with burglary and 
unlawful use of a weapon In connection 
with the Marriott Hotel Incident. Police 
said Jennings was carrying a knife In his 
pocket when arrested. 


THE FLANAGANS' nude and beaten 


bodies were found Sept. 11 In the Com- 
munity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 
407 N. Main St., Mount Prospect. A coro- 
nor's Inquest Friday established that 
Mrs. Flanagan died from a blow to the 
head and her IB-month-old daughter 
Rcnce died from choking while being 
sexually assaulted. 


According to Mount Prospect Police 


Chief Bert Glddcns, Jennings' verbal 
confession was made to Mount Prospect 
Patrolman Patrick Halllhan, who along 
with Detective Dennis, Leonard have 
been specifically assigned to the case. 
Glddcns said of Jennings, "This man 
would not talk to anyone but Pat Halll- 
han." 


Although Chicago police apprehended 


Jennings, the resulting murder charge 
was "a joint effort," according to Mount 
Prospect Police Sgt. Halph Doney, who 
heads the detective division. Jennings 
was arrested about 5 a.m. Saturday

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Board Snatches Comptroller's Office From Barrett 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


In two quick steps yesterday the Cook 


County Board snatched control of the 
county comptroller's office away from 
County Clerk Edward Barrett and then 
effectively fired Deputy 
Comptroller 


James Gaughan, one of Barrett's pro- 
teges. 


During the same county board meeting 


County Commissioner Floyd Full* of Des 
Plalnes called on the board to adopt a 
resolution which would prohibit the hir- 
ing of any consultants by the county 
without first gaining board approval. 


The series of actions came in the wake 


of disclosures last week that Gaughan re- 
tained the former county comptroller, C. 
R. Hodgmon, as a $200-a-day consultant 
the same day Hodgman resigned under 
the pressure of scandal In the office. 


Hodgman announced his resignation 


from the comptroller's Job In a letter to 
Barrett May IS, stating he was resigning 
for health reasons and that he had com- 
pleted training Gaughan to be his succes- 
sor. 


At the time of his resignation, Hodg- 


man was earning $29,348 a yerr. 


THE WEEK prior to his resignation, 


however, the Better Government Associ- 
ation disclosed conflicts of Interest and 
other serious irregularities in public aid 
office leases negotiated by Hodgman's 
office. It was also revealed Hodgman is 
director and part owner of an electrical 
contracting company which obtained 
more than 9225,000 in remodeling work 
required by leases negotiated by Hodg- 
man. 


Last week It was lejrned that the same 


day Hodgman announced his retirement, 
he was rehired quietly by Gaughan as a 
consultant. Hodgman reportedly was 
paid 1200 a day under what Gaughan 
called, "verbal, day-to-day," contracts 
which were never presented'to the coun- 
ty board for approval. 


Yesterday, nar the conclusion of the 


county board's finance committee meet- 
ing, County Board Pres. George Dunne 
asked the board to approve an ordinance 
stripping the clerk's office of its control 
over tho comptroller's office. 


The five-page ordinance, in effect, re- 


tains the same duties and responsibilities 
of the comptroller,-but makes that offi- 
cial answerable and responsible to the 
county board rather than the county 


clerk, an elective office. 


The ordinance was approved by the 


board by a 12-0 vote, with three commis- 
sioners absent. 


Dunne said it was inconceivable to him 


that the county clerk should control the 
comptroller's office but, at the same 
time, has no responsibility to the other 
county departments. 


DUNNE ADMITTED to reporters the 


Hodgman situation "precipitated" the 
action, then added, "We have to take ac- 
tion like this to protect the public." 


Technically, Barrett was the county 


comptroller, according to state statute, 
with Gaughan holding the title of Deputy 
Comptroller. In practice, however, Gaug- 
han functioned as the county comptrol- 


Deputy Comptroller 
Will 'Stay On Job' 


James Gaughan, deputy comptroller of 


Cook County until he was replaced by 
county board action yesterday, said he 
will Ignore the ordinance adopted by the 
county board and will continue in his Job. 


Gaughan replaced C. R. Hodgman as 


the county comptroller May 15 when 
Hodgman, target of widespread criticism 
over conflicts of Interest In his office, re- 
signed, citing health reasons. 


In the past week, however, Gaughan 


became the target for the criticism when 
It wan learned he quietly rehired Hodg- 
man, the same day Hodgman resigned, 
as a KOO-a-day consultant. 


In the wake of that scandal, the county 


board, at the suggestion of County Board 
Pres. George Dunne, yesterday adopted 
on ordinance which, In effect, took the 
control of the comptroller's office away 
from the county clerk and gave It to the 
county board. 


In making the switch, Dunne and the 


board also replaced Gaughan by appoint- 
ing Thomas Beck, business manager of 
the comptroller's office, as acting comp- 
troller of Cook County. 


SPEAKING OP T1IE now ordinance, 


Dunne said he originally proposed the 
change in authority and responsibility In 
December, but that the matter has re- 
mained in the board's finance committee 
because of Its questionable con- 
stitutionality. 


Yesterday, however, Dunne said, "I 


felt In light of what has been taking 
place we should do It right now." 


Dunn* said he feels the county has the 


authority (o take such action under home 
rule provisions of the state constitution, 
despite a legal opinion from State's Atty. 
Edward Hanrahan that the ordinance Is 
unconstitutional. 


Dunne said yesterday, "We believe we 


are on firm ground. If anyone wants to 
challenge it, they can take It to court" 


Contacted yesterday afternoon, how- 


ever, Gaughan told the Herald he has no 
plans to vacate his office. 


Gaughan explained the comptroller's 


office, by state statute, Is under the con- 
trol and jurisdiction of the county clerk 
and that the county board has no author- 
ity to take away that control. 


Gaughan cited the legal opinion from 


Hanrahan's office, dated Dec. 13, 1971, 
which states the county board docs not 
have the authority to remove from the 
county clerk his statutory authorities. 


"The state statute and the county ordi- 


nance are in conflict," Gaughan said. 
"And that means the state statute takes 
precedence." 


GAUGHAN SAID he considers the new

Time To Think Of Spring 


With bulb-planting time at hand, local 


garden clubs are including the topic in 
tholr September and October meetings. 
The Illinois Garden Club discussed the 
techniques of bulb-planting last Friday. 


Mrs. Eugcno J. Tamillo, a member of 


the DCS Plalncs Garden Club whose gar- 
den was a flurry of color last spring, 
wrote down some of her tips for success- 
ful tulip bulb planting. 


Those interested In pursuing the topic 


further arc Invited to attend Thursday's 
meeting of the DCS Plalncs Garden Club 
where Mrs. Richard Wlsnlcwski, horti- 
culture chairman, will explain proper 
planting methods of all bulbs. A variety 
of small bulbs, narcissus and tulips will 
bo on solo at the 12:30 p.m. meeting at 
Rand Park Field House. 


FOLLOWING ARE Mrs. Tamlllo's sug- 


gestions on tulips: 


"In garden planning and planting, con- 


tinuity of bloom according to the season 
is of prime Importance. Now la the time 
to cither add to or design a new planting 
of spring flowering bulbs. 


"Snowdrops arc the first to peck 


through tho snows under the evergreens, 
followed by the crocus, scillns, muscari, 
narcissus and then the parade of tulips. 


"Few flowers offer the home gardener 


such a great opportunity for glorious col- 
or harmonics as do tulips. Tulips prefer 
that sunny area of the yard where they 
will be somewhat protected from strong 
winds. Deep shade is not recommended 
and even partial shade will affect the 
stems and they will bend to the light. 
This will cause the stems to be weak and 
sometimes longer than the normal height 
of the variety. 


"AN IDEAL SOIL for tulips Is light, 


fertile, well-drained loam. Well rotted 
manure or compost may be used In pre- 
paring the beds, but never fresh manu- 
res. Planting under proper soil condi- 
tions means tulips should be about 10 to 
12 inches deep. This will permit longer 
seasons of flowering and less danger 
from Injury from blight. Early varieties 
, 


may be spaced four Inches apart. Later 
varitles such as Danvins and Breeders 
arc better spaced six inches opart. 


"Tulips should be planted between the 


middle of October to the middle of No- 
vember, weather permitting. If planted 
too soon and weather Is unseasonably 
warm, growth could start and a setback 
by the bulb would be experienced. Bulbs 
should be planted far enough in advance 
of freezing weather to enable the bulb to 
make sufficient root growth."
